SECOND  DAY. 

Friday,  May  10th,  1872. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment.

A.  Tren- 
holm,  A.  J.  Bacot,  E.  W.  Edgerton,  E.  A.  Pringle,  C.  E.  Holmes, 
W.  C.  Courtney  and  Edward  Barnwell  were  present.  [See  Eoll 
of  Deputies.] 

The  Bishop  read  his  Address.   [See  Appendix  I.] 

The  Committee  on  Certificate  of  Deputies,  reported  addi- 
tional Deputies  from  the  Church  of  Our  Saviour,  Eock  Hill,  the 
Church  of  the  Messiah,  North  Santee,  and  St.  John's  Church, 
Florence ;  and  their  names  being  called,  four  answered.  [See 
Eoll.] 

The  election  of  Standing  Committee  was  ordered,  and  the 
Eev.  J.  W.  Motte,  and  Eev.  E.  C.  Edgerton,  appointed  Tellers 
of  the  vote  of  the  Clergy,  and  Messrs.  N.  B.  Mazyck,  and  H.  S. 
Ball,  of  that  of  the  Laity.  Eev.  Mr.  Stevens,  by  permission, 
asked  for  information  in  regard  to  the  Society  for  the  Eelief  of 
Widows  and  Orphans  of  the  Clergy. 

The  Tellers  reported  the  former  Standing  Committee  elected 
in  both  Orders,  to  wit  :

The  former  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Diocesan  Theological 
Seminary  was  nominated  for  re-election,  with  the  substitution 
of  Eev.  J.  D.  McCollough  for  Eev.  C.  P.  Gadsden,  deceased, 
and  they  were,  on  motion,  elected  vica  voce. 
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The  Committee  on  Finance  presented  their  Reports,  together 
with  the  account  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's  Fund.  [See 
Appendix  IV.] 

Mr.  B.  H.  Wilson,  moved  to  make  this  Report  the  special 
order  for  to-morrow  at  1  o'clock.  Lost. 

The  Report  was  taken  up  for  consideration,  and  the  resolutions 
considered  separately. 

The  1st  Resolution  was  adopted. 

Mr.  Wilson  offered  a  substitute  for  the  2d  and  ;$d,  which  was 
adopted.  > 

The  4th  Resolution  (now  the  3d,)  after  amendment  by  the 
Committee,  to  harmonise  with  the  preceding,  was  adopted. 

The  same  Committee  also  presented  a  Report  upon  Diocesan 
expenses,  together  with  the  Treasurer's  account,  which  was 
adopted.    [See  Appendix  IV.] 

On  motion  of  Mr.  J.  J.  P.  Smith,  this  Report  was  recon- 
sidered, and  recommitted. 

The  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business  presented  their 
Report.    [See  Appendix  VIII.] 

On  motion,  after  prayers  by  the  President,  the  Convention 
adjourned  to  meet  at  10  o'clock  to-morrow  morning.

THIRD  DAY. 

Saturday,  May  11th,  1872. 

The  Convention  met  pursuant  to  adjournment. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  N.  B.  Fuller,  after 
which  the  Convention  was  called  to  order  by  the  Bishop. 

The  minutes  of  yesterday  were  read  and  approved. 

The  names  of  members  absent  yesterday  were  called,  and 
Revs.  A.  Glennieand  J.  B.  Seabrook,  of  the  Clergy,  and  Mr.  W. 
Mazyck  Porcher,  of  the  Laity,  answered. 

The  Committee  on  Admission  of  Churches  reported  that  no 
application  had  come  before  them. 

The  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Canons  presented 
their  report,  which  was  adopted,    [See  Appendix  IX.] 

Rev.  J.  D.  McCollough,  from  the  same  committee,  offered  the 
following  resolutions :  ' 
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Resolved,  That  the  Constitution  of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese  be  amended 
in  the  following  particulars  : 

1st.  That  Article  I  be  amended,  by  striking  out,  in  the  first  line  the 
words  "  Protestant  Episcopal-,1'  also,  in  the  same  line  the  words  "South 
Carolina,"  and  substituting  for  them  the  words  this  Diocese ;  also,  in  the 
second  line  by  striking  out  the  words  "  recognize  11  and  "general." 

2d.  That  Article  II  be  amended  in  the  title  by  inserting  between  u  of  " 
and  "  meetings,"  the  word  Convention,  and  in  Section  II  by  inserting  in  the 
fifth  line  the  word  specified,  between  "  that'1  and  lt  in." 

3d.  That  Article  III  be  amended  in  the  title  by  striking  out  the  first 
word  "of,"  and  transposing  the  word  1 1  members,"  so  that  it  shall  follow 
"Convention;"  also  in  Section  III  by  striking  out  all  from  the  word 
"  Clergyman  11  in  first  line,  to  "  shall  "  in  third,  and  substituting  as  follows  : 
In  good  standing,  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese  ;  also,  in  Section  IV  by 
striking  out  in  the  second  line  "the  respective  Episcopal  Churches,"  and 
inserting  each  parish,  or  congregation,  and  in  the  third  line,  "  of  those 
churches  respectively,''1  and  inserting  the  communicants  thereof,  and  substi- 
tuting it  for  "them"  in  the  fourth  line;  also,  in  same  line  substituting 
such  for  "  the,11  making  it  begin  a  new  sentence,  and  striking  out  all  after 
"Deputies11  down  to  serve  in  sixth  line,  and  inserting  shall  instead,  by 
substituting  in  the  same  line  a  comma  for  the  period,  and  the  word  and  for 
"  they ;"  also  in  Section  V,  by  substituting  the  word  deputy  for  "  member.11 

4th.  That  Article  V  be  amended  by  adding  to  the  first  sentence,  the  words 
and  in  his  absence  the  Assistant  Bishop,  if  there  be  one;  also,  in  the  second  line  by 
striking  out  the  words  "  of  his  absence,  or  a  vacancy  in  the  Episcopate,"  and 
inserting  neither  of  them  be  present. 

5th.  That  Article  IX  be  made  Article  VIII,  and  be  amended  in  its 
title  by  striking  out  the  words  "  in  Convention." 

6th.  That  Article  X  be  made  Article  IX,  and  its  title  amended  by  strik- 
ing out  "the  election  of,"  and  substituting  voting  for ;  also,  by  inserting 
after  "  Diocese  "  in  the  first  line  the  words  the  vote  shall  be  by  ballot  and  by 
orders,  and. 

7th.  That  Article  XII  be  made  Article  X,  and  amended  in  its  title  by 
substituting  the  word  admitting  for  "  admission  of ;"  also  by  striking  out 
from  the  beginning  to  the  word  "to"  in  the  third  line,  and  substituting 
the  following  :  New  parishes  or  congregations  desiring  to  unite  with  the 
Convention,  may  be  admitted  thereto  in  the  following  manner :  They  shall 
make  application  in  writing;  also,  in  the  fourth  line  by  striking  out  the 
words  "when  there  is  no  Bishop,"  and  inserting  if  there  be  none ;  also,  in 
the  sixth  line  striking  out  "  their  Vestrymen  and  Church  Warden*,"  and 
inserting  Wardens  and  Vestrymen ;  also,  in  the  fourteenth  line  substituting 
"its  11  for  their,  and  congregation  for  church ;  also,  in  the  15th  line  striking 
out  "within  those  common  to;"  "  than  one  of  the,11  and  in  the  next  line 
"of  the  Diocese,  the  Church  so  applying,"  and  substituting  they;  also,  the 
for  "its"  in  the  next  line;  their  for  11  its"  in  the  next,  and  in  the  20th 
line ;  also,  in  the  twenty-fir tt  line  striking  out  the  word  "  Diocesan,"  and  in 
the  next  line  changing  "wo  "into  not;  in  the  twenty-third  andtwenty- 
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sixth  lines  substituting  congregation  for  church;  that  for  u  the  "  in  the  twenty- 
ninth,  and  striking  out  in  the  thirtieth  all  after  "  Convention  "  to  the  end  of 
the  sentence. 

8th.  That  Article  VIII  be  made  Article  XI. 

9th.  That  Article  XIII  be  made  Article  XII. 

10th.  That  Article  XI  be  made  Article  XIII. 

These  resolutions  were  severally  considered,  and  were  all 
adopted  except  the  3d.  The  various  items  of  this  being  taken 
up  one  by  one,  it  was  also  adopted,  except  as  to  the  proposed 
amendment  of  Section  IY,  line  third,  wh^ich,  on  motion  was 
laid  on  the  table.  On  this  question  the  vote  by  orders  was 
called  for,  whereupon,  eleven  Clergymen  and  twenty-four  parishes 
voted  aye,  and  five  Clergymen  and  five  parishes  no. 

Eev.  P.  F.  Stevens  proposed  the  following  amendment  to 
Article  YI1I: 

§111.  They  shall,  as  soon  as  possible,  communicate  to  every  applicant  for 
orders,  or  candidate  for  orders,  their  decision  upon  his  application  ;  and  if 
such  decision  be  adverse,  their  reason  or  reasons  for  the  same." 

Which  was  laid  on  the  table. 

The  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South  presented  their 
report.    [See  Appendix  VIII.] 

The  Committee  on  Finance  presented  their  amended  report, 
which  was  adopted.    [See  Appendix  IY. — C] 

The  same  committee  also  presented  the  following: 

The  Committee  on  Finance  respectfully  report  that  they  have,  as  instruct- 
ed by  resolution  of  last  Convention,  inquired  into  u  the  practicability  of 
establishing  a  Diocesan  Society  for  the  purpose  of  insuring  the  lives  of  the 
clergy  of  the  diocese,"  and  believing  the  object  had  in  view  not  only  prac- 
ticable, but  highly  desirable,  they  recommend  that  such  an  association  be 
formed,  and  appeal  to  the  churchmen  of  the  diocese  to  give  it  their  hearty 
support.

Resolved,  That  the  proposed  Canon  on  the  subject  "  of  Vestry  and  War- 
dens," together  with  all  amendments  thereto,  and  substitutes  therefor,  be 
printed  as  an  appendix  to  the  Journal  of  this  Convention,  together  with  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Canons  ;  and  that  the 
consideration  thereof  be  postponed  to  the  next  Convention. 

On  motion  of  Eev.  P.  F,  Steven8 : 

Resolved,  That  this  Convention  sadly  but  heartily  respond  to  the  senti- 
ments expressed  in  the  Bishop's  address,  in  regard  to  our  heavy  loss  in  the 
death  of  the  Kt.  Eev.  Thomas  F.  Davis,  our  late  Bishop  ;  and  that  we  do 
hereby  adopt  as  our  own  expressions  of  feeling,  the  resolutions  of  our  Stand- 
ing Committee. 

That  a  committee  of  clergy  and  laity  be  appointed,  to  unite  with  the 
"Memorial  Association"  of  Grace  Church,  Camden,  to  erect  at  that 
Church,  a  suitable  monument  to  his  beloved  memory.

The  Secretary  read  the  Annual  Eeports  of  the  Board  of  Mis- 
sions, and  the  Treasurer  presented  statement  of  receipts  from 
Mite  Chests.    [See  Appendix  VI.] 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Jas.  M.  Davis  : 

Resolved,  That  the  next  annual  meeting  of  the  Convention  be  held  in 
Grace  Church,  Camden.  Eev.  Dr.  Shand  moved  to  print  750  copies  of  the 
Journal  of  the  Convention.  Eev.  Mr.  Stevens  moved  to  strike  out  and 
insert  1500,  which  was  lost,  and  the  original  resolution  adopted. 

The  Minutes  were  then  read  and  approved,  and  after  prayers 
by  the  President,  the  Convention  adjourned  sine  die.

May  21st,  Sunday  after  Ascension  Day.  Confirmed  in  the 
Church  of  the  Holy  Communion,  eighteen  white  persons. 

June  18th,  2d  Sunday  after  Trinity.  In  Trinity  Church, 
Columbia,  confirmed  in  the  forenoon  sixteen  white  persons. 
And  in  the  afternoon,  organized  a  mission  in  another  portion  of 
the  city,  under  the  Eev.  B.  B.  Babbitt. 

June  25th,  3d  Sunday  after  Trinity.  Accompanied  the  Rev. 
J.  S.  Kidney  on  his  first  visit  to  St.  Philip's  Church,  Bradford 
Springs ;  of  which  Church  he  has  taken  charge  in  connection 
with  Grace  Church,  Camden. 

August  3d,  Thursday.  Preached  in  the  forenoon  in  St. 
Stephen's  Church,  Ridgeway,  and  confirmed  eight  white  persons. 

August  6th,  9th  Sunday  after  Trinity.  Preached  in  the 
forenoon,  in  St.  John's  Church,  Winnsboro',  and  confirmed  five 
white  persons.

BISHOP'S  ADDEESS. 


Brethren  of  the  Clergy  and  the  Laity : 

It  becomes  my  duty  under  the  Canons  to  make  this  my  first 
address  to  you,  and  to  report  therein  my  official  acts  for  the 
brief  period  of  time  during  which  I  have  been  in  the  Epis- 
copate. 

On  the  eighth  day  of  October  last,  which  was  the  eighteenth 
Sunday  after  Trinity,  and  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Baltimore,  I 
was  consecrated  to  the  office  and  work  of  a  Bishop  in  the 
Church  of  God.  My  presenters  were  the  Bishops  of  South 
Carolina  and  Texas.  The  preacher  was  the  Lord  Bishop  of 
Lichfield,  England.  My  consecrators  were  the  presiding 
Bishop ;  the  Bishops  of  Lichfield,  Nassau,  Maryland,  South 
Carolina,  North  Carolina  and  Texas.  May  the  Holy  Spirit  of 
God  strengthen  me  in  the  work  for  which  I  was  thus  solemnly 
set  apart.  At  night,  on  this  same  day,  and  in  St.  Andrew's 
Chapel,  I  presided  at  a  meeting  in  aid  of  the  funds  of  the 
Society  of  the  Increase  of  the  Ministry  and  made  an  address. 

On  the  next  day,  being  the  fifth  of  the  session  of  the  General 
Convention,  I  took  my  seat  in  the  House  of  Bishops,  and  con- 
tinued to  attend  its  deliberations  until  their  close.    On  Sunday 
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the  15th  of  October,  I  preached  in  St.  Matthew's  Chapel,  Bal- 
timore ;  and  on  Sunday,  the  22d,  presided  and  made  an 
address  at  a  Missionary  meeting  in  St.  Andrew's,  in  aid  of  the 
New  York  Bible  and  Prayer  Book  Society.  November  5th.  At 
Christ  Church,  Mar's  Bluff,  I  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Communion,  the  Eector  saying  Morning  Prayer.  In  the  same 
Church,  on  November  9,  it  being  the  occasion  of  the  Senior 
Bishop's  visitation  to  this  parish,  I  preached  again  at  his 
request. 

November  11th.  At  Florence,  met  the  Convocation  of  St. 
John's  and  preached,  the  Eev.  Mr.  Hay  saying  Morning  Prayer. 
November  12th.  I  aided  the  Senior  Bishop  in  the  services  of 
the  consecration  of  St.  John's  Church,  Florence.  There  were 
present  also  and  assisting,  the  Eector,  Eev.  Mr.  Guerry,  and 
Eev.  Messrs.  Moore  and  Hay.  At  night  I  preached,  the  Eev. 
Mr.  Hay  saying  Evening  Prayer.  The  occasion  is  to  be 
remembered  by  all  present,  inasmuch  as  the  consecration  of 
this  Church  was  among  the  last  acts  of  our  beloved  Bishop. 
He  preached  with  more  than  his  usual  force.  The  next  day  I 
bade  him  farewell,  little  thinking  1  was  to  see  his  face  no  more. 

November  24.  Visited  the  City  Hospital  in  company  with 
the  City  Missionary,  Eev.  Mr.  Green,  who,  ever  since  his 
appointment  to  this  post,  has  been  diligent  in  his  attendance. 
He  looks  up  the  sick  of  our  own  Church,  and  also  ministers  to 
others  not  of  our  household  of  faith,  when  asked  to  do  so. 

December  2d.  Eeceived  news  from  Camden  of  the  sudden 
death  of  our  beloved  Bishop.  The  feeble  hold  which  he  had 
upon  this  earthly  life  was  very  gently  loosed  "by  a  severe 
change  in  the  weather.  For  a  long  time  far  from  being  robust, 
he  was  now  unable  to  resist  the  cold,  and  with  hardly  a  sigh 
he  sunk  into  the  awaiting  arms  of  his  Saviour.  I  shall  not 
repeat  here,  my  dear  brethren,  what  I  have  said  elsewhere,  or 
attempt  to  add  anything  to  what  has  been  so  much  better  said  by 
others  in  regard  to  your  departed  Bishop.  For  eighteen  years 
he  presided  over  this  Convention,  and  for  that  space  of  time, 
he  gave  himself  up  unreservedly  to  the  welfare  of  this  Dio- 
cese. I  am  sure,  then,  that  he  needs  no  encomium  at  this  time, 
and  in  this  place,  to  elevate  him  to  a  higher  seat  in  your  reve- 
rence and  affections.  Eather  let  me,  instead  of  eulogizing  him, 
invite  you,  and  myself  as  well,  to  follow  him  as  he  followed 
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Christ,  in  great  meekness,  and  patience,  and  cheerfulness,  under 
suffering ;  in  faithfulness  to  duty,  and  in  his  supreme  affection 
for  Heaven  and  heavenly  things;  and  thus  may  we  with  him, 
and  all  who  are  departed  hence  in  the  true  faith  of  our  Lord's 
most  Holy  Name,  have  our  perfect  consummation  and  bliss  in 
that  kingdom  which  is  an  everlasting  kingdom  and  full  of  glory. 

December  3d.  By  special  train  over  the  South  Carolina  Kail- 
road,  I  attended  and  officiated  at  the  funeral  of  the  late  Bishop, 
which  took  place,  with  every  mark  of  respect  on  the  part  of  the 
citizens  of  Camden,  on  the  4th  of  December.  There  accom- 
panied me  of  the  Clergy  from  Charleston,  Eev.  Dr.  Marshall, 
Eev.  Messrs.  Elliott,  Prentiss,  Hanckel  and  J.  Johnson.  Eev.  Mr. 
Babbitt,  of  Columbia,  we  found  awaiting  us,  and  others  of  the 
Clergy  would  have  been  with  us,  but  did  not  reach  Camden  in 
time.  These  Clergymen,  assisted  by  the  Yestry  of  Grace 
Church,  Camden,  carried  your  Bishop  to  his  burial  in  hopes  of 
a  joyful  resurrection. 

December  10th,  at  night,  I  preached  in  St.  Philip's  Church, 
Charleston,  Eev.  Messrs.  Trapier  and  Hanckel  saying  prayers. 
There  were  present  also,  in  the  chancel,  Eev.  Dr.  Marshall,  Eev. 
Messrs.  Pinckney,  Prentiss,  Drayton,  Elliott,  Green,  Porter  and 
Gadsden.    A  large  congregation  was  present. 

December  12th.  Eeceived  notice  from  the  Bishop  of  Mis- 
souri, of  the  deposition  from  the  Ministry  of  A.  J.  Geater, 
Deacon. 

December  13th.  Yisited  in  company  with  Eev.  Messrs. 
Pinckney  and  Porter,  and  Eenouf  of  the  Diocese  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, the  school  in  Franklin  street  for  colored  children. 

December  14th.  Granted  letters  dimissory  to  Eev.  A.  E. 
Stuart  to  the  Diocese  of  Ohio. 

December  17th.  Yisited  St.  Mark's  Church,  in  this  city,  and 
preached  ;  the  Eev.  Mr.  Seabrook  saying  Evening  Prayer. 

December  20.  Yisited  Calvary  Church,  in  this  city,  and 
preached;  the  Eev.  Mr.  Prentiss  saying  Evening  Prayer. 

December  24th.  Preached  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  in  this  city,  at 
night,  Eev.  Messrs.  Porter  and  Hanckel  saying  Evening  Prayer. 

December  26.  Gave  letters  dimissory  to  Eev.  J.  S.  Kidney 
to  the  Diocese  of  Minnesota.  Also  gave  consent  to  the  conse- 
cration of  Dr.  Mark  Anthony  De  Wolfe  Howe  as  first  Bishop  of 
the  Diocese  of  Central  Pennsylvania. 
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January  13th.  Attended  morning  service  in  St  Andrew's 
Chapel,  Mt.  Pleasant,  Eev.  Mr.  DuBose  preaching,  and  the 
Eector,  Mr.  Gadsden,  saying  prayers.  At  night  I  preached. 

January  14.  In  the  same  Chapel,  in  the  morning,  I  preached, 
confirmed  one  white  person,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Commun- 
ion, being  assisted  in  the  service  by  the  Hector  and  the  Eev. 
Mr.  McElheran. 

In  the  afternoon  of  this  day,  visited  the  Sunday  School  and 
made  a  short  address,  and  at  night  preached;  the  Eector  saying 
Evening  Prayer. 

January  18th.  Baptized  a  child  at  Dockon  plantation,  on 
Cooper  Eiver. 

January  21.  At  Strawberry  Chapel,  St.  John's  Berkley,  I 
said  Morning  Prayer,  preached,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Com- 
munion, and  after  divine  service  had  a  conference  with  the 
Vestry.  At  night  of  the  same  day,  on  Comingtee  plantation, 
held  a  service  for  the  colored  people,  and  preached,  and  bap- 
tized three  adults. 

January  22.  A  t  the  plantation  of  South  Mulberry,  and  for  a 
white  congregation,  some  of  which  could  not  reach  the  Parish 
church,  I  held  divine  service,  and  preached,  and  celebrated  the 
Holy  Communion. 

January  25.  Feast  of  the  Conversion  St.  Paul.  At  Limerick 
plantation  I  said  Morning  Prayer  and  baptized  two  children — 
one  white  and  one  colored. 

January  26.  At  Pompion  Hill,  Chapel  in  St.  Thomas'  Parish, 
the  Eector,  Eev.  Mr.  Logan,  said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I 
preached  and  confirmed  five  colored  persons. 

January  28.  In  the  same  parish,  and  in  the  chapel  at 
Cainhoy,  the  Eector  said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached,  and 
confirmed  four  white  persons  and  two  colored,  and  celebrated 
the  Holy  Communion. 

January  29.  Confirmed  one  white  person  in  private  belong- 
ing to  this  parish. 

January  30.  Accepted  letters  dimissory  transferring  Eev. 
Paul  Trapier,  D.  D.,  from  the  Diocese  of  Easton  to  this  Diocese. 

February  11.  Quinquagesima  Sunday,  St.  Thaddseus,  Aiken, 
1  preached  and  confirmed  fifteen  persons,  and  celebrated  the 
Holy  Eucharist,  being  assisted  therein  by  the  Eector,  who  also 
said  Morning  Prayer. 
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There  were  present  also,  and  assisting,  Eev.  Dr.  Croes,  of  the 
Diocese  of  New  York,  and  Eev.  Dr.  Metcalf,  of  "Western  New 
York.  At  night,  and  in  the  same  church,  I  said  Evening 
Prayer  and  preached.  I  was  glad  to  learn  that  in  this  parish 
among  other  signs  of  life  and  of  movement,  an  effort  was  about 
to  be  made  to  secure  a  parsonage,  and  that  church  people  visit- 
ing Aiken  for  their  health  were  taking  a  warm  interest  in  the 
furtherance  of  this  very  important  part  of  parish  organization. 

February  14.  Ash  Wednesday.  In  same  church,  the  Eector 
said  Morning  Prayer,  and  I  preached. 

February  18.  Trinity  Church,  Edgefield,  First  Sunday  in 
Lent.  At  this  church  in  the  morning,  I  confirmed  five  persons 
and  preached,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  in 
the  services  by  the  Eev.  E.  T.  Walker.  In  the  afternoon, 
accompanied  by  Mr.  Walker  who  said  prayers,  I  preached  to  a 
congregation  of  colored  people  ;  and  at  night,  on  Edgewood 
plantation,  preached  again  to  the  colored  people. 

February  20.  AtEidge  Spring  where  there  are  a  few  church 
people,  Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  Eev.  Mr.  Walker,  and  I 
preached  in  the  Baptist  Church  ;  and  in  the  afternoon,  in  a 
private  house,  baptized  one  child. 

February  21st.  In  Zion  Church,  Eichland,  I  said  Morning 
Prayer  and  preached,  and  after  divine  service  conferred  with 
the  united  Vestries  of  St.  John's  Church  and  Zion  Church, 
Eichland. 

February  25th,  2nd  Sunday  in  Lent.  In  St.  Matthew's 
Church,  St.  Matthew's  Parish,  I  confirmed  three  persons, 
preached,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the 
Eector,  the  Eev.  Mr.  Mellichamp,  who  said  prayers,  and  after 
service  met  the  Yestry  for  conference. 

February  28th,  In  Church  of  the  Eedeemer,  Orangeburg,  I 
preached  in  the  morning,  and  also  at  night,  Eev.  Mr.  Mellichamp 
saying  prayers. 

March  3d,  3d  Sunday  in  Lent.  At  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
Comforter,  Sumter,  I  confirmed .  seven  persons  and  preached, 
and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion,  the  Missionary,  Eev.  F. 
B.  Davis,  saying  prayers.  Again,  in  the  afternoon,  I  preached, 
assisted  in  the  service  by  Mr.  Davis.  There  is  a  neat  church 
here,  and  efforts  looking  towards  a  parsonage  were  spoken  of, 
and  I  hope  that  one  day  we  shall  have  a  resident  clergyman 
here.  Met  the  Yestry  of  this  Church  for  conference  on  Monday. 
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March  6th.  At  St.  Philip's  Church,  Bradford  Springs,  met 
the  congregation  and  preached,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Eu- 
charist, Eev.  Mr.  Davis  assisting  in  the  service.  There  was 
here  a  liberal  offertory  in  aid  of  the  Diocese  from  a  small  con- 
gregation. 

March  8th.  In  St.  Mark's,  Church,  Clarendon,  I  preached, 
Eev.  F.  B.  Davis,  Eector,  saying  Morning  Prayer. 

March  10th,  4th  Sunday  in  Lent,  St.  Mark's,  Clarendon,  the 
Eector  saying  Morning  Prayer,  I  preached  and  confirmed  nine 
persons,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Eucharist. 

March  12th.  Eeceived  notice  from  the  Bishop  of  Pittsburgh 
of  the  deposition  from  the  Ministry  of  John  Belford  Linskea,  a 
Presbyter  of  the  Diocese  of  Pittsburgh. 

March  13th.  Preached  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Charleston,  at 
one  of  the  united  Lenten  services. 

March  17th,  5th  Sunday  in  Lent.  In  Trinity  Church,  Society 
Hill,  I  preached  and  confirmed  one  person,  and  celebrated  the 
Holy  Eucharist,  the  Eector,  Mr.  Hay,  and  Eev.  Mr.  Motte,  of 
Cheraw,  assisting  in  the  services.  In  the  afternoon,  Eev.  Mr. 
Motte  preached. 

March  18th  and  19th,  met  the  congregation  for  Lenten  ser- 
vices and  made  brief  addresses. 

March  20th.  At  Grace  Chapel,  Chesterfield  County,  assisted 
by  the  Missionary,  Eev.  Mr.  Motte,  and  Eev.  Mr.  Hay,  of  So- 
ciety Hill,  held  divine  service.  I  made  an  address,  confirmed 
five  persons,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion. 

March  22d.  At  St.  David's,  Cheraw,  at  Morning  Prayer,  said 
by  the  Eector,  Eev.  Mr.  Motte,  I  made  a  short  address. 

March  24th,  6th  Sunday  in  Lent.  In  the  same  Church,  St. 
David's,  Cheraw,  Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  Eevs.  Messrs. 
Motte  and  Hay,  and  I  preached  and  confirmed  three  persons 
and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion.  In  the  afternoon,  Eev- 
Mr.  Hay  preached.  At  night,  I  preached.  Here,  also,  by  the 
ladies  of  the  congregation  of  St.  David's,  efforts  have  been 
made  to  secure  a  parsonage  for  this  Parish,  and  I  am  glad  to 
learn  since  my  visitation  that  these  efforts  have  at  last  been 
successful. 

March  31st,  Easter,  at  night  I  preached  in  Grace  Church, 
Charleston. 

April  1st,  met  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Society  for  the 
Advancement  of  Christianity  in  South  Carolina.

April  2d,  confirmed  in  private  a  sick  person  belonging  to  St. 
John's  congregation,  Charleston. 

April  4th,  received  notice  from  Mr.  P.  H.  Whaley,  a  student 
in  Trinity  College,  Hartford,  of  his  intention,  after  his  prepar- 
atory studies  have  been  completed,  to  apply  to  become  a  Can- 
didate for  Holy  Orders  in  this  Diocese. 

April  5th,  received  from  the  Bishop  of  Wisconsin  notice  of  the 
deposition  from  the  ministry  of  Wm,  E.  Walker,  a  Deacon  of 
that  Diocese. 

April  7th,  first  Sunday  after  Easter.  In  Church  of  the  Holy 
Communion,  Charleston,  assisted  in  the  services  by  the  Eector» 
and  Eev.  Mr.  Murdoch  of  the  Diocese  of  North  Carolina,  I 
confirmed  eighteen  persons,  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy 
Eucharist. 

April  14th,  2d  Sunday  after  Easter.  St.  Paul's,  Summerville. 
In  the  morning  the  Eector  said  prayers,  and  I  confirmed  fifteen 
persons,  preached  and  celebrated  the  Eucharist.  In  the  after- 
noon met  the  children  of  the  Sunday  School  and  made  a  brief 
address.  At  night  I  preached  again,  the  Eector  saying  Evening 
Prayer.  Here,  also,  1  would  observe  that  a  parsonage  has  been 
recently  purchased  and  paid  for.  A  Parish  without  a  Parson- 
age and  which  thus  compels  its  Clergyman  to  be  a  sort  of 
clerical  nomad  is  not  fully  equipped  for  its  work.  A  meagre 
salary  and  perhaps  irregularly  paid,  and  then  to  be  spent,  a 
large  part  of  it,  in  house  rent  is  not  inspiriting. 

April  21st,  3d  Sunday  after  Easter.  St.  Helena,  Beaufort.  In 
the  morning,  the  Eector,  Dr.  Walker,  assisted  by  the  Eev.  Mr. 
Millett,  of  the  Diocese  of  Central  Pennsylvania,  said  prayers, 
and  I  confirmed  eleven  persons,  and  preached  and  celebrated  the 
Holy  Eucharist.  In  the  afternoon,  I  addressed  the  children  of 
the  congregation,  and  at  night  preached  again,  Eev.  Mr.  Millett 
saying  Evening  Prayer.  It  was  pleasant  to  see  how  this 
Parish,  which  has  exerted  so  important  an  influence  in  the 
Diocese  in  times  past,  still  cherishes,  with  affectionate  veneration, 
the  servant  of  God  who  has  gone  in  and  out  before  it  for  nearly 
one-half  a  century. 

April  28,  4th  Sunday  after  Easter.  In  the  Church  on  Edisto 
Island,  accompanied  by  the  Missionary,  Eev.  Mr.  Prentiss,  who 
has  been  holding  monthly  services  in  this  Church  for  some  time 
past,  united  with  a  large  congregation  in  divine  worship.  A 
large  number  of  colored  people,  who  still  adhere  to  the  Church, 
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filled  the  galleries.  I  confirmed  here  twenty-four  persons  :  two 
white  and  twenty-two  colored.  I  also  preached  and  celebrated 
the  Holy  Communion,  assisted  by  the  Missionary ;  and  after 
divine  service  conferred  with  the  Vestry.  I  am  in  great  hopes 
that  the  time  is  not  far  off  when  this  old  parish  will  once  again 
have  frequent  services  and  a  settled  clergyman.  In  the  after- 
noon, I  officiated  at  the  funeral  of  a  colored  child. 

April  30.  Eeceived  from  the  Bishop  of  Florida  letters  trans, 
ferring  Kev,  B.  F.  D.  Perry  to  this  Diocese  and  accepted  the 
same. 

Also,  notice  from  the  Bishop  of  Maryland  of  the  deposition 
from  the  Ministry  of  Alfred  Allen  Curtis,  a  Presbyter  of  that 
Diocese. 

May  5th,  5th  Sunday  after  Easter.  In  St.  Philip's  Church, 
Charleston,  Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Assistant  Minister, 
Eev.  J.  Johnson,  and  I  confirmed  nine  white  and  two  colored 
persons,  and  also  preached  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Communion 
being  assisted  in  the  service  by  Rev.  Mr.  Johnson.  Rev.  Dr. 
Metcalf,  of  the  Diocese  of  Western  New  York,  united  with  us 
in  these  services.  May  God  restore  him  to  health  and  useful- 
ness. , 

This  closes  the  report  of  Episcopal  services  performed  by  me 
since  my  consecration — those  which  I  have  rendered  as  Rector 
of  St.  Philip's  do  not,  of  course,  appear.  Whole  number  of  per- 
sons confirmed  by  me,  since  January,  141 :  whites,  109  ;  colored, 
32.  Total  number  confirmed  during  the  year,  by  Bishop  Davis 
and  myself,  is  216. 

We  have  one  candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  Mr.  Wm.  Johnson, 
who  it  is  expected  will  be  ordained  in  early  summer.  Four 
young  gentlemen  have  signified  to  me,  in  person  and  by  letters, 
their  intention,  in  due  time,  to  apply  to  be  admitted  as  candi- 
dates for  Holy  Orders,  within  this  Diocese.  At  present  they 
are  pursuing  preparatory  studies — two  in  Trinity  College,  Hart- 
ford, one  in  Alexandria,  Ya.,  and  one  at  Sewanee,  at  the 
University  of  the  South.  May  God  put  it  into  the  hearts  of 
more  of  our  young  men  to  offer  themselves  for  the  work  of  the 
sacred  ministry,  and  then,  when  they  do  thus  offer  themselves 
for  the  noblest  of  all  work,  may  there  be  no  lack  of  means  in 
aiding  them,  if  necessary,  to  prepare  for  this  work.  I  feel 
assured  that  this  Diocese  will  not  let  me  turn  any  young  man 
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back  because  he  cannot,  for  want  of  help,  pursue  necessary 
studies. 

I  have  received,  since  December  last,  from  various  sources, 
which  I  have  acknowledged  in  the  Monthly  Record,  and  do 
not,  therefore,  repeat  the  acknowledgments  here,  the  sum  of 
$1,462.68.  Of  this  amount,  I  received  from  the  Society  for  the 
Advancemant  of  Christianity  in  South  Carolina  $530  ;  dona- 
tions from  individuals,  $362.50;  and  the  rest,  $570.18,  chiefly 
from  the  Offertory  at  my  visitations. 

Of  the  whole  amount  thus  received,  I  have  paid  out  to  church 
objects  in  the  Diocese,  and  to  various  clergymen,  $1,375.31, 
leaving  in  hand  a  balance,  $87.37.  My  book  of  accounts  has 
been  placed  in  the  hands  of  your  Committee  on  Finance,  and 
by  that  Committee  examined.  Permit  me  to  impress  upon  my 
brethren  of  the  clergy  and  of  the  laity  the  importance  of 
placing  money  in  the  hands  of  the  Bishop,  to  be  expended  by 
him  in  the  way  he  thinks  most  useful  to  the  Diocese ;  and  to 
bear  this  especially  in  mind  at  the  offertory  on  the  occasions 
of  his  visitations  to  the  churches,  and  at  such  other  times  as 
may  seem  to  them  expedient.  No  one  can  know,  as  a  general 
rule,  so  well  as  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  where  help  is  most 
needed,  and  such  help  when  extended  is  oftentimes  decisive  of 
good  results. 

Let  me  call  your  attention  here,  brethren,  to  our  diocesan 
paper,  the  Monthly  Record.  Gentlemen,  both  clerical  and  lay, 
from  love  to  the  Church,  give  their  time  to  the  editing  of  it,  and 
also  to  other  business  connected  with  it.  It  is  a  modest,  un- 
pretending sheet,  and  yet  does  well  the  work  for  which  it  is 
chiefly  intended,  viz.,  to  record  matters  of  local  interest,  and  to 
furnish  to  the  scattered  members  and  parishes  of  our  diocese 
intelligence  of  what  is  taking  place  in  it.  We  need  a  periodical 
of  this  sort.  We  could  not  support  a  more  expensive  paper, 
but  this  one  I  think  we  can,  if  members  of  the  diocese  will,  to 
any  large  extent,  subscribe  to  it.  To  make  it  self-supporting, 
it  needs  1,000  subscribers,  at  one  dollar  each  ;  it  now  has  about 
600. 

While  I  am  engaged  with  this  part  of  my  address,  you  will 
bear  with  me,  I  trust,  if  I  call  to  your  notice  one  more  object  of 
diocesan  interest — "  The  Society  for  the  .Relief  of  the  Widows 
and  Orphans  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church 
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in  the  State  of  South  Carolina."  This  ancient  Society  was  first 
formed  in  the  year  1762,  and  is  now  one  hundred  and  ten  years 
old.  For  eight  or  nine  years  after  its  establishment,  clergymen 
were  its  only  members,  and,  as  a  consequence,  the  relief  which 
it  was  able  to  extend  to  the  families  of  deceased  ministers  was 
but  small.  At  length,  however,  the  laity  came  to  its  aid,  in 
1771,  and  united  with  it,  though  their  families  derived  no  pecu- 
niary advantage  in  the  event  of  their  death.  From  this  time 
its  funds  increased  largely  and  rapidly,  so  much  so,  that  this 
Society  was  able  to  extend  the  most  generous  aid  to  the  fami- 
lies of  those  clergymen  who  were  members  of  it  at  their  de- 
cease— in  some  instances  the  annuity  to  the  family  being  larger 
than  the  salary  which  the  clergyman  had  enjoyed  in  life.  The 
war,  of  course,  impaired  the  funds  of  the  Society  to  a  consider- 
able extent;  but  the  skill  and  prudence  of  its  Treasurer,  to 
whom  labor  in  behalf  of  this  Society  is  a  labor  of  love,  saved  so 
very  large  an  amount,  that  this  noble  Society  still  forms  a  very 
important  feature  in  our  diocese.  Without  its  aid,  I  do  not 
know  what,  at  this  moment,  the  widows  and  children  of  some 
of  our  dear  brethren  of  the  clergy  who  have  departed  hence  in 
the  Lord  would  do. 

My  object  in  making  these  remarks  is  to  call  attention  to  this 
Society,  and  to  observe  that  a  larger  membership  from  the  laity 
would  of  course  increase  its  means  of  giving  relief. 

It  needs  no  reminder  from  me,  dear  brethren,  to  call  to  your 
remembrance  the  sad  fact  that  in  addition  to  the  death  of  our 
late  Bishop,  we  have  also,  since  we  met  here  last  year,  had  to 
mourn  the  death  of  our  Brother,  the  late  Kector  of  St.  Luke's, 
Charleston,  the  Eev.  C.  P.  Gadsden.  I  shall  say  nothing  more 
on  this  subject  than  what  I  have  already  said.  His  devotion  to 
his  Master,  his  love  of  souls,  his  intense  missionary  zeal,  his 
practical  judgment,  his  usefulness  in  this  Convention  are  all  too 
well  known  to  you  to  need  that  I  should  dwell  upon  them  here. 
I  mean  by  this  mention  of  our  departed  brother  simply  to 
enclose  his  precious  name  in  the  loving  embrace  of  our  journal 
for  all  time.  How  many  of  you  just  one  year  ago  would  gladly 
have  elevated  him  to  the  Episcopate,  but  God  had  better  things 
in  store  for  him ;  for  He  said  to  him,  "  Friend  come  up  higher." 
He  sleeps  within  sound  of  our  voices,  and  waits  till  we, 
together  with  himself,  shall  come  to  the  "  measure  of  the 
stature  of  the  fullness  of  Christ." 
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May  we  all,  as  he  did,  "  work  while  it  is  day ;  for  the  night 
cometh  when  no  man  can  work." 

You  will  not  at  this  time  expect  me  to  make  any  suggestions 
in  regard  to  diocesan  work,  or  diocesan  needs,  my  experience 
in  my  present  position  being  so  recent  and  fresh.  I  have 
merely  to  add  that  I  bring  to  my  office  a  very  earnest  desire  to 
labor  together  with  you  in  behalf  of  Christ  and  his  Church, 
here,  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina;  and  in  regard  to  what- 
ever should  be  found  lacking  in  me  to  this  end  I  am  cheered  by 
the  thought  of  your  sure  indulgence,  but  above  all  by  the 
reflection,  that  my  "sufficiency  is  of  God,"  to  whom  be  glory, 
for  ever  and  ever.  Amen.

Since  my  connection  with  this  Parish,  the  winter  congrega- 
tion, which  is  almost  exclusively  Episcopal,  has  been  wor- 
shipping in  the  Board  Church.  This  building,  (originally  erected 
for  the  slaves,)  was  presented  on  Christmas,  1871,  to  the  colored 
freedmen  on  the  River.  Our  little  flock  has  since  worshipped 
in  a  private  house,  but  it  is  proposed  to  repair  the  old  Parish 
Church. 

I  find  the  colored  people  ready  to  hear  the  preaching  of  the 
Gospel  whenever  I  am  able  to  seek  them  by  visiting  in  their 
houses,  or  at  their  prayer  meetings,  but  not  willing  to  join  with 
the  whites  in  our  worship.  Their  minds  are  more  and  more 
absorbed  in  politics  and  material  interests.    In  order  to  "seek 
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and  to  save "  these  perishing  souls,  we  need  more  Ministers, 
and  especially  Ministers  from  among  themselves.  These  people 
are  ripe  unto  the  harvest,  but  where  are  the  laborers? 

In  summer,  the  Episcopal  families  remove  to  McClellanville, 
and  our  services  are  attended  by  all  the  residents,  although 
many  belong  to  other  denominations. 

May  the  God  of  peace  continue  to  us  this  harmony.

The  past  has  been  a  year  of  some  progress  with  us.  A  larger 
class  was  presented  for  confirmation  at  the  Bishop's  late  visit 
than  on  any  previous  occasion  during  the  five  years  over  which 


*  Over  $200  of  this  amount  paid  from  the  income  of  a  fund. 
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my  Ministry  in  this  place  has  now  extended — and  since  then  a 
larger  number  still  have  offered  themselves  as  candidates.  The 
voluntary  contributions  of  the  Parish,  too,  are  in  advance,  by 
$100,  of  what  they  were  the  last  year,  though  there  was  an  inter- 
ruption this  year  of  the  offerings  for  two  months.  We  have 
this  year  $407  to  set  against  $303  the  last  year.  We  thank  God 
for  these  indications  (and  they  are  not  the  only  ones,)  of  out- 
ward growth  at  least,  and  while  we  do  not  give  them  as  guag- 
ing  the  spirituality  of  the  Parish,  we  hope,  not  without  reason, 
that  this,  too,  is  to  a  good  degree,  deepening.  Much  remains, 
however,  yet  to  be  done,  and  much  for  which  to  be  humbled. 

My  Missionary  work  in  the  "  wilderness"  portion  of  the  Par- 
ish— chiefly  among  the  poorer  class  of  whites — is  becoming 
more  and  more  interesting.  I  devote  one  day  every  month  to 
this  work.  The  services  are  held  in  rotation,  at  the  different 
houses,  where  I  have  reason  to  believe  they  will  be  acceptable. 
A  favorable  impression,  I  feel,  is  being  made,  and  1  hope  I  shall 
have  some  ostensible  fruits  to  show  that  my  "  labor  has  not  been 
in  vain,"  when  the  Bishop  comes  among  us  again.  The  number 
of  families  scattered  over  this  outlying  portion  of  my  field,  is 
about  twenty — not  included  in  the  tabular  reports. 

I  am  gradually  gaining  ground  with  the  colored  people  of  the 
Parish.  J  udiciously  and  kindly  approached  they  show  much 
less  disinclination  now  to  consort  with  us;  and  several,  unsolici- 
ted, have  gratified  me  by  applying,  quite  unexpectedly,  for 
admission  and  some  for  readmission  into  our  fold. 

We  have  no  Sunday  School  in  operation  at  present;  but 
there  is  an  encouraging  Bible  class  connected  with  the  Cainhoy 
congregation,  which  meets  weekly — instructed  by  myself;  and 
the  children  of  the  same  congregation  are  catechised  and  other- 
wise instructed  once  every  month. 

A  lady,  every  way  fitted  for  the  post,  has  consented  to  act  as 
Parochial  Secretary,  in  the  department  of  Woman's  Work,  aux- 
iliary to  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  under  her  auspices  1  trust 
the  interest  of  the  ladies  of  the  Parish,  in  the  cause  of  Mission  s? 
will  increase.  • 

The  number  of  services  reported  in  the  annexed  tabular 
returns,  includes  those  performed  by  a  Lay-reader,  who,  very 
acceptably,  officiated  during  my  absence  from  the  Parish,  and 
temporary  residence  in  Summerville — at  which  place  I  did  duty 
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for  two  months,  twice  every  Sunday,  and  occasionally  in  the 
week,  for  the  beloved  brother,  the  Rector  of  St.  Paul's,  absent 
at  the  time  for  rest  and  the  benefit  of  his  health.  I  desire  to 
express  here  my  sense  of  much  appreciative  kindness  shown  me 
by  his  attached  congregation. 

The  Beresford  Bounty  School  is  in  successful  operation.

The  assessment  on  this  congregation  for  Convention  is  $5, 
and  for  the  Episcopate,  from  whites,  $58;  from  colored,  $11. 
Total,  $69  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge.  Of  the  assessment  for 
the  Episcopate,  I  have  received  $4  ;  also  $4,  annual  subscription, 
to  P.  E.  S.,  which  was  not  included  in  the  report.  These 
amounts  have  been  paid  to  the  Treasurer.  The  Vestry  of  the 
Church  have  collected  the  assessment  for  the  Episcopate,  and 
I  know  not  what  amount  has  been  collected.  The  services  for 
the  year  were  as  follows:  On  John's  Island,  Presbyterian 
Church,  4  Sundays,  two  other  days,  6  times ;  Legareville,  2 
Sundays,  4  times ;  James  LaRoche's  Plantation,  1  Sunday,  1 
time ;  On  Wadmalaw  Island,  Zion  Church,  5  Sundays,  2  other 
days,  7  times;  Dr.  Hart's  Plantation,  1  Sunday,  2  times;  Rock- 
ville,  1  Sunday,  1  other  day,  3  times.

During  the  year  I  officiated  at  Bluffton  as  follows  :  For  the 
whites,  on  6  Sundays,  19  other  days,  40  times,  preaching  39 
times  ;  for  the  colored  people,  6  Sundays,  6  other  days,  12  times, 
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preaching  each  time.  On  the  occasion  when  I  did  not  preach 
to  the  whites,  I  read  the  Pastoral  Letter  of  the  House  of 
Bishops.  Besides  these  services  at  Bluffton,  I  had  public 
worship  at  Hardeeville  for  the  whites,  twice  on  two  week  days, 
and  baptized  one  white  child.  Of  the  amount  contributed  to 
Missions  $60  8-100  were  collections  for  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Society,  $6  43-100  were  the  contents  of  two  Mite  Chests.  The 
Church  building  at  Bluffton  is  much  out  of  repair;  ana  unless 
attended  to  quickly  must  decay  rapidly  from  the  exposure  to 
the  weather.  The  congregation  are  able  to  do  but  little 
towards  repairing  the  building.  The  members  of  this  congre- 
gation have  on  each  visit  to  convey  me  from  Hardeeville  to 
Bluffton  and  back,  a  distance  each  way  of  sixteen  miles.  I 
have  reported  the  whole  amount  of  which  the  congregation  is 
assessed  for  the  Convention  and  the  Episcopate.  Of  this 
amount  I  have  received  but  $1  for  the  Episcopate.  The  vestry, 
I  suppose,  will  forward  the  balance  by  their  Deputies. 

Of  the  amount  collected  for  Protestant  Episcopal  Society 
$2  1-100  were  from  the  colored  people.

In  December  last,  while  Eector  of  Trinity  Church,  Gaines- 
ville, Florida,  I  received  a  call  to  the  rectorate  of  Grace  Church, 
Camden,  South  Carolina.  I  accepted  the  invitation,  and  pro- 
ceeded immediately  with  arrangements  to  enter  upon  my  duties 
in  the  new  field  to  which,  in  the  Providence  of  God,  I  had  been 
called.  I  left  Florida  on  the  4th  of  January,  and  reached 
Camden  on  the  20th  of  the  same  month,  officiating  there,  for 
the  first  time,  on  the  3d  Sunday  after  the  Epiphany.  January 
21st.  The  1st  Sunday  after  Epiphany  I  spent  in  Charleston. 
In  the  morning  I  assisted  the  Rector  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy 
Communion  (the  Rev.  A.  T.  Porter)  in  the  service,  preached, 
and  aided  in  the  Administration  of  the  Holy  Communion.  In 
the  afternoon  I  assisted  him  again  in  the  service. 

The  Sunday  following,  the  2d  Sunday  after  Epiphany,  I  spent 
in  Barnwell,  S.  C.  For  the  small  congregation  of  the  Church 
of  the  Holy  Apostles,  who  had  not  enjoyed  the  privileges  of 
the  sanctuary  for  nine  months,  I  officiated  morning  and  after- 
noon. In  the  morning,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary  service, 
I  baptized  one  white  infant,  and  celebrated  the  Holy  Commu- 
nion. On  the  Wednesday  following  I  again  administered  the 
Communion  to  a  sick  person,  in  private. 

Since  entering  upon  my  duties  in  Camden,  I  have  had  to  re- 
gret but  one  interruption  in  the  public  services  occasioned  by 
my  absence.  I  am  most  happy  to  be  able  to  report  that  the 
prospects  of  the  Parish  are  very  favorable.  We  are  in  the  new 
church,  a  convenient,  tasteful,  and  churchly  edifice ;  and  hope 
to  have  it  consecrated  as  soon  as  the  debt,  not  a  very  large  one, 
can  be  paid.  It  will  always  be  a  cause  of  happiness  to  those 
who  worship  in  it,  that  the  first  sermon  preached  in  it  was  by 
the  late  revered  Bishop  of  the  Diocese.  How  little  did  his 
people  think,  as  they  heard  his  earnest  defence  of  the  truth  on 
that  occasion,  that  in  a  very  few  days  his  revered  remains 
would  be  borne  into  it;  and  that  the  fresh  beauty  of  this  house

Public  worship,  as  reported,  was  performed  as  follows :  Gra- 
hamville,  48  times,  on  6  Sundays,  19  other  days  ;  preaching  47 
times.  Of  these  36  services  on  6  Sundays  and  18  other  days, 
were  for  the  whites,  atid  12  services  on  6  Sundays  and  6  other 
days  were  for  the  colored  people.  At  one  of  the  services  for 
the  whites,  instead  of  preaching,  I  read  the  pastoral  letter  of 
the  House  of  Bishops.  On  the  Oketie,  14  miles  below  Graham- 
ville,  I  preached  to  the  whites  twice  on  two  week  days  ;  and  at 
Gillisonville,  I  also  preached  to  the  whites  twice  on  2  week 
days.  These  services  are  all  included  in  the  tabular  report. 
That  report,  also,  includes  communicants  and  baptisms  at  the 
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Oketieand  Gillisonville.  Of  the  Convention  assessment,  I  have 
received  nothing.  Of  the  assessment  for  the  Episcopate,  I  have 
received  $9.  The  amount  reported  for  Diocesan  Missions,  is 
made  up  of  collections  for  Protestant  Episcopal  Society,  $59  68; 
Mite  Chests,  $30  19;  Ladies'  Tatting  Society,  $2  80;  Chiidrens' 
Mission  box,  (1  family)  $0  31.  Of  the  amount  collected  for  P. 
E.  S.,  $1  50  was  from  one  colored  communicant.  With  the  con- 
sent of  the  Et.  Kev.  Thomas  F.  Davis,  Bishop,  the  surviving 
persons  interested  in  the  Church  at  Gillisonville,  sold  the  build- 
ing to  the  Baptists,  who  with  the  materials  have  erected  a 
Church  at  Eobertsville.  The  Bishop  consented  to  the  sale  of 
the  building,  on  the  condition,  that  the  proceeds  should  be  ap- 
propriated to  some  religious  or  charitable  purpose.  The  parties 
in  interest  are  members  of  the  congregation  of  Holy  Trinity, 
Grahamville,  and  offered  me  the  amount,  as  Missionary  in  these 
parts.  The  offer  was  made  in  such  a  manner  that  I  did  not 
feel  at  liberty  to  decline  it.  This  was  before  I  went  to  Gillison- 
ville, and  when  1  had  no  intention  of  doing  so.  There  are  but 
two  members  of  the  Episcopal  Church  there,  both  ladies.  To 
accommodate  them,  I  have  promised  to  give  them  a  service 
once  in  every  two  months.

In  the  absence  of  any  officiating  Minister,  we,  the  delegates 
of  our  Church  to  the  Diocesan  Convention,  would  respectfully 
report  that  for  the  last  three  or  four  years  our  community  have 
made  earnest  and  persistant  efforts  to  re-establish  in  our  midst 
our  loved  Church,  so  that  living  in  a  thinly  settled  portion  of 
the  State,  we  may  yet  not  be  deprived  of  the  comforting  and 
inspiriting  influences  of  our  Church  Liturgy. 

In  these  efforts  we  are  happy  to  report  that  through  the 
blessing  of  God,  our  individual  and  united  efforts  have  been 
crowned  with  a  success  that  affords  us  great  comfort  in  the 
present,  and  a  higher  hope  for  the  future.

We  have  raised  among  us  an  amount  sufficient  to  par- 
tially repair  our  winter  church,  as  well  as  to  build  a  chapel  for 
our  summer  use.  Besides  this,  we  have  received  from  members 
of  our  own  community  the  welcome  donation  of  a  summer  parson- 
age.

REPORT  FROM  MAY  1ST,  1871,  TO  NOVEMBER  19TH,  1871,  BY  REV. 
WM.  H.  HANCKEL. 

Having  resigned  the  charge  of  these  Parishes  and  accepted 
the  Rectorship  of  St.  Stephen's  Church,  Charleston,  in  Novem- 
ber, 1871,  my  report  only  extends  over  a  period  of  six  months. 
Not  having  access  to  the  records  of  these  Parishes  or  knowl- 
edge of  their  present  condition,  I  can  only  give  a  meagre  and 
general  statement  of  services.  Divine  worship  was  held  on 
every  Sunday  alternately,  with  the  exception  of  one,  when  I 
supplied  Trinity  Church,  Columbia,  the  Rector  being  absent. 
The  respective  quotas  of  these  Churches  to  the  Bishop's  Fund, 
I  believe,  have  been  paid.  In  St.  John's  Church,  I  baptized  four 
white  children ;  marriages,  one.

In  this  Parish  I  preached'to  the  whites  73  times,  on  12  Sun- 
day's and  52  other  days.  Once  I  read  the  Pastoral  Letter  of 
the  House  of  Bishops.  To  the  colored  people  I  preached 
27  times  on  27  week  days.    Of  the  assessments  I  have  received 
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$13  for  the  Episcopate.  Of  the  amount  contributed  to  Missions, 
$37  47-100  were  collections  for  Protestant  Episcopal  Society ; 
$9  69-100  were  the  contents  of  2  mite  chests.  Of  the  collec- 
tions for  Protestant  Episcopal  Society,  $2  60-100  were  from  the 
colored  people.

To  the  whites,  1  read  the  Pastoral  Letter  4  times, 
viz  :  At  Walterboro',  1 ;  at  Grahamville,  1 ;  at  Pocotaligo,  1 ;  at 
Bluffton,  1.  The  whole  amount  received  from  the  mission  is 
$427  28-100 ;  Alms,  $20  67-100 ;  Missions,  $363  4  100  ;  Episcopate, 
$43  50.  There  are  due  Episcopate,  $149  50-100  ;  Convention, 
$30.  In  addition  to  the  above,  I  should  have  reported  from  St.

Three 
of  my  largest  boys  have  recently  been  transferred  to  Sewanee, 
which  is  a  comfort  to  me.

EEPOET  OF  STANDING  COMMITTEE. 


The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  respectfully  present 
the  following  report  of  their  proceedings  since  the  last  Conven- 
tion. 

They  have  given  their  consent  to  the  consecration  of  Eev. 
Mark  Anthony  De Wolfe  Howe,  D.  D.,  as  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
of  Central  Pennsylvania. 

They  have  recommended  the  Eev.  W.  H.  Campbell,  Deacon, 
to  the  Bishop  for  Priest's  Orders  ;  and  Mr.  William  H.  John- 
son, for  Deacon's  Orders. 

The  vacancies  in  the  Committee  caused  by  the  resignation  of 
Eev.  W.  B.  W.  Howe,  and  by  the  death  of  the  Eev.  C.  P.  Gadsden, 
were  filled  by  the  election  of  Eev,  James  H.  Elliott  and  Eev. 
John  Johnson. 

The  following  action  records  the  feelings  of  the  Committee, 
in  reference  to  the  death  of  our  deeply  loved  colleague,  the  Eev. 
C.  P.  Gadsden : 

It  is  with  a  sense  of  no  common  loss,  that  we  record  the 
death  of  Eev.  C.  P.  Gadsden,  who  died  on  24th  June,  in  the  46th 
year  of  his  age.  We  mourn  in  him  the  loss  of  a  valued  associ- 
ate, and  a  beloved  Minister  of  our  Church. 

His  high  character,  his  ardent  spirit,  his  large  heart,  his  vig- 
orous mind,  made  him  a  man  of  mark,  and  his  singular  powers 
of  adaptation  to  various  orders  and  degrees  of  men,  enabled  him 
to  exercise  a  wide  and  strong  influence  in  the  Church  and  in  the 
world. 

As  a  Minister,  he  was  emphatically  "a  good  soldier  of  Jesus 
Christ."  He  combined  the  virtues  of  a  "messenger,  watchman 
and  steward  of  the  Lord,"  and  spent  his  life  in  faithfully  "seek- 
ing for  Christ's  sheep,  dispersed  in  this  evil  world." 

As  a  member  of  the  Standing  Committee,  we  recall  the  quick 
and  ready  mind,  the  sound  judgment,  the  wise  suggestions  of 
our  friend  and  colleague.    To  his  remarkable  memory,  and  ex- 
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tensive  knowledge  of  Church  history  and  canon  law,  we  have 
been  often  indebted.  Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  in  the  death  of  Kev.  C.  P.  Gadsden,  we,  in  com- 
mon with  our  whole  community,  mourn  the  loss  of  a  gifted  man, 
whose  Christian  life  and  generous  spirit  have  endeared  him  to 
the  hearts  of  his  friends,  and  won  the  admiration  of  the  Church. 

2.  Resolved,  That  we  lament  with  our  Church,  the  loss  of  so 
zealous  and  influential  a  Minister ;  and  we  pray  God  to  recruit 
the  failing  ranks  of  our  laboring  clergy. 

3.  Resolved,  That  as  members  of  the  Standing  Committee  of 
the  Diocese,  we  especially  miss  the  presence  of  one  so  sagacious 
in  counsel,  so  prompt  in  action,  and  so  full  of  zeal  for  the  wel- 
fare of  Christ's  Church. 

4.  Resolved,  That  we  will  lay  to  heart  his  bright  example  as 
a  Christain  man  and  Christian  Minister,  that  we  may  be  ready 
"to  enter  into  the  joy  of  our  Lord." 

Four  months  after,  we  were  called  upon  to  record  the  death  of 
our  venerated  Bishop.  United  in  ^ife  by  peculiar  affection,  as 
Mr.  Gadsden  and  the  Bishop  were,  they  were  not  divided  in 
death.

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  Diocese  record,  with  un- 
feigned sorrow,  the  death  of  the  Eight  Rev.  Thomas  Frederick 
Davis,  the  beloved  Bishop  of  the  Diocese,  who  died  on  the  2d 
of  December,  in  the  sixty-eighth  year  ef  his  age.  In  him  we 
mourn  the  loss  of  a  wise  and  venerable  pastor  of  the  Church,  a 
large-hearted  Christian  Bishop,  a  father  and  friend  of  the 
Clergy. 

Yet,  in  our  grief,  we  recall  with  gratitude  the  enduring  fruits 
of  his  Episcopate  in  the  midst  of  many  bodily  infirmities. 

We  recall  the  entire  harmony  which  has  existed  between  us 
in  the  confidential  relations  which  the  Standing  Committee 
bears  to  the  Bishop  as  his  constitutional  council  of  advice. 

We  recall  with  equal  satisfaction  the  blessed  harmony  which 
prevails  in  the  Diocese,  resulting,  under  God,  chiefly  from  the 
wise,  impartial  and  godly  administration  of  his  holy  office 
during  the  eighteen  years  of  his  Episcopate,  and  we  will 
endeavor  to  cherish  his  memory  by  following  Christ  in  truth

and  love,  and  in  abundant  labors  for  the  Church  of  God,  until 
we  enter  into  His  promised  rest.

REPORTS  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  FINANCE. 


FIRST  REPORT. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  report  that  they  have  examined 
the  Annual  Statement  of  the  Treasurer  of  "  the  Bishop's  Per- 
manent Fund,"  which  gives  the  gratifying  information  that  the 
salary  of  the  late  Bishop  was  paid  in  full  up  to  the  time  of  his 
lamentable  decease,  and  also  that  of  the  present  Bishop  up  to 
the  first  of  this  month,  in  accordance  with  the  resolutions 
adopted  at  the  last  Convention. 

The  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  after  the  payment 
of  these  salaries,  warrant  the  recommendation  that  one  quar- 
ter's salary,  or  $1,000,  be  paid  to  the  family  of  Bishop  Davis, 
and  that  the  salary  of  the  present  Bishop  be  at  the  rate  of 
$4,000  from  1st  December  last,  when  the  entire  charge  of  the 
Diocese  devolved  upon  him. 

The  income  of  the  Permanent  Fund  being  insufficient  to  pro- 
vide for  the  support  of  the  Episcopate,  and  recognizing  the 
duty  of  every  member  of  the  Church  to  provide  for  her  chief 
Pastor,  the  Committee  recommend  an  assessment  upon  each 
Parish  in  the  Diocese  of  a  sum  equivalent  to  50  cents  for  each 
communicant ;  not  meaning  to  exclude  non-communicants  from 
the  privilege  of  contributing  to  the  support  of  the  Episcopate, 
the  Committee  would  have  it  urged  upon  them  to  supply  the 
deficiencies  that  occur  from  the  inability  of  needy  communicants 
to  respond  to  this  assessment,  and  also  recommend  that  the 
plan  suggested  at  the  last  Convention,  of  appointing  collectors 
in  each  Parish  to  collect  quarterly  or  semi-annually  from  the 
several  members  of  the  Parish,  be  inaugurated  as  soon  as  prac- 
ticable, and  that  these  appointments  be  made  by  the  Eectors,  or 
Ministers,  immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  this  Conven- 
tion. 

Your  Committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following 
resolutions: 


Ill 


1st.  Resolved,  That  the  salary  of  the  Bishop  of  this  Diocese 
shall  be  $4,000  to  take  effect  from  the  first  day  of  December 
last,  1871,  payable  quarterly. 

2d.  Resolved,  That  an  assessment  for  the  support  of  the 
Bishop,  and  for  the  increase  of  the  Bishop's  Fund,  be  imposed 
upon  each  Church  in  the  Diocese,  until  otherwise  deemed  by 
this  Convention  to  be  inexpedient  or  unnecessary,  equivalent  to 
50  cents  for  each  communicant  connected  with  said  Church ; 
and  that  such  assessment  be  collected  semi-annually,  in  the 
manner  that  the  Eeotor  and  "Vestry  of  the  respective  Churches 
of  the  Diocese  may  determine  to  be  best  calculated  to  carry 
out  the  objects  of  this  resolution,  and  that  the  amounts  when 
collected  be  promptly  transmitted  by  the  Eector  or  Vestry  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's  Fund. 

3d.  Resolved,  That  each  Minister  in  the  Diocese  be  requested 
to  bring  the  foregoing  resolution  to  the  notice  of  the  members 
of  his  congregation,  and  impress  upon  them,  as  a  matter  of 
duty,  the  necessity  of  prompt  and  uniform  payment  of  the 
small  sum  above  assessed  on  each  communicant. 

4th.  Resolved,  That  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  ($1,000,) 
one  quarter's  salary,  be  paid  to  the  widow  of  the  late  Bishop 
Davis.

SECOND  REPORT. 

The  Committee  on  Finance  report  that  the  annual  account 
of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention  has  been  examined,  found 
correct  and  properly  vouched.  It  exhibits  a  balance  in  his 
hands  of  fourteen  16-100  dollars;  but  there  are  unpaid  claims 
amounting  to  about  four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars,  which  are 
imperative  and  must  be  met,  one  of  these  is  the  amount  due  by 
this  Diocese  for  the  expenses  of  the  General  Convention. 

To  avoid  the  contingency  of  any  deficiency  in  the  future,  in 
the  amount  needed  for  Diocesan  purposes,  the  Committee  re- 
oommena  an  annual  assessment  equivalent  to  twenty-five  cents 
for  each  communicant,  in  lieu  of  that  now  existing  under  the 
second  of  the  Standing  Kesolutions,  and  propose  the  following 
"Standing  Resolution"  as  a  substitute  therefor: 

Resolved,  That  a  sum  equivalent  to  twenty-five  cents  for  each 
communicant  be  assessed  upon  each  Parish  in  the  Diocese  for 
Diocesan  purposes. 

Resolved,  That  the  amount  due  by  this  Diocese  for  the  expen- 
ses of  the  General  Convention,  be  raised  by  a  special  assess- 
ment upon  each  Parish,  equal  to  fifteen  cents  for  each  commu- 
nicant, payable  before  the  1st  July  next.

APPENDIX  V. 


REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  STATE  OF  THE  CHURCH. 

The  Committee  on  the  state  of  the  Church  respectfully  sub- 
mit, that  the  reports  which  have  been  handed  in  have  been 
carefully  examined. 

The  Committee  have  not  prepared  a  summary  of  the  statis- 
tics of  the  Diocese,  because  the  imperfect  state  of  the  reports 
made,  and  the  fact  that  many  reports  have  not  been  handed  to 
the  Bishop  make  it  impossible  to  present  a  correct  view  of  the 
Church  in  this  particular. 

The  following  items  have  impressed  your  Committee,  and 
are  reported  for  the  information  of  the  Church. 

A  large  proportion  of  the  Clergy  outside  of  our  cities  are 
officiating  at  more  than  one  Parish  or  Missionary  Station,  and 
in  some  instances  the  Parishes  are  strong  enough  to  support  a 
distinct  Parish  organization. 

When  a  weak  parish  calls  out  to  its  stronger  neighbor  for 
help,  the  Clergyman  feels  it  to  be  a  duty  to  respond  to  the  call, 
and  often  does  so  at  the  cost  of  closing  his  Parish  Church. 

Your  Committee  notice  with  much  pleasure  an  increasing 
interest  in  the  Sunday-schools  of  the  Church. 

In  two  Parishes  this  interest  is  very  marked,  one  of  them 
reporting  an  increase  of  seventy  scholars  in  the  past  year. 

These  facts  are  mentioned  in  connection  with  the  active 
efforts  of  the  laity,  who  have  taken  in  these  instances  increased 
interest  in  the  nurture  of  the  Church's  children. 

Another  item  of  note,  is  the  growing  effort  on  the  part  of  sev- 
eral Parishes  to  obtain  Parsonages ;  and  the  gratifying  fact  that 
four  of  these  Parishes  have  procured  Parsonages  unincumbered 
by  debt. 

In  this  connection  we  observe  that  the  women  of  the  Church 
have  been  chiefly  instrumental  in  so  good  a  work,  evincing  a 
loving  and  constant  zeal  for  the  well-being  of  their  Parishes. 

One  Rector  reports,  that  in  his  Parish  numbering  only  22 
families,  "the  Ladies'  Society  for  completing  and  furnishing  the 
Church  Edifice,"  has  contributed  the  past  year  the  sum  of 
8210. 
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Two  others  report,  that  Ladies'  Societies  have  given  valuable 
libraries  to  the  Sunday-schools  and  melodians  to  the  Churches, 
and  are  active  in  Parish  work  for  the  Church. 

Your  Committee  regret  that  the  absence  of  the  Kector  of  the 
Parish  School  of  the  Church  of  the  Holy  Communion,  leaves 
us  without  a  report  of  the  condition  of  that  valuable  institution. 

We  have  been  impressed  with  the  abundant  labors  of  the 
Missionary  to  destitute  Parishes  on  the  Coast,  and  call  attention 
to  the  fact  that  he  officiates  in  six  Parishes  at  20  missionary 
points.  He  reports  having  preached  286  times,  and  traveled 
4,762  miles. 

Your  Committee  record  with  much  pleasure  the  continued 
and  devoted  labors  of  some  of  the  Clergy  among  the  colored 
people. 

Before  submitting  the  following  resolutions,  we  would  express 
regret,  that  the  imperfect  statements  of  many  of  the  reports, 
and  the  absence  of  others,  have  prevented  us  from  making  a 
more  satisfactory  review  of  the  condition  of  the  Church. 

Your  Committee  respectfully  recommend  the  following  Eeso- 
lutions  : 

1.  That  the  Clergy  are  earnestly  requested  hereafter  to  send 
in  their  Annual  Eeports  to  the  Bishop  by  the  first  of  May. 

2.  In  view  of  the  scattered  condition  of  our  people  in  many 
sections  of  the  Diocese,  the  Committee  suggest  to  the  Clergy 
more  frequent  week-day  services  in  private  houses,  where  it  is 
not  practicable  to  gather  together  in  churches. 

3.  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  a  missionary  on  the 
coast  north  of  Charleston,  and  one  in  the  upper  country  are 
sorely  needed  to  meet  the  wants  of  unoccupied  Parishes.

On  the  31st  of  July,  an  appropriation  of  $500  was  voted  to 
St.  Stephen's  Free  Church,  Charleston ;  $300  to  St.  John's  and 
Zion  Churches,  Kichland;  and  $100  to  the  Mission  at  Kaolin, 
near  Aiken. 

These  appropriations  with  those  already  made,  amounted  to 
$4,950,  which  was  $448  34-100  in  excess  of  the  income  of  the 
Society,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  following  exhibit  of  the  Treas- 


urer's books.

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With  a  view  of  meeting  the  wants  of  destitute  families  and 
the  sick  in  our  City  Hospitals,  an  appropriation  at  the  rate  of 
$100  per  quarter,  from  the  1st  of  September,  1871,  to  the  1st  of 
July,  1872,  was  made  to  the  Eev.  J.  Mercier  Green,  as  City  Mis- 
sionary. The  field  of  Missionary  labor  which  has  thus  been 
opened  among  the  sick  and  suffering  in  our  own  midst,  is  one 
which  the  Board  deem  it  their  duty  to  support,  and  for  a  de- 
tailed account  of  the  work  which  has  already  been  accomplished 
in  this  direction,  they  refer  to  the  last  report  of  the  Eev.  Mr. 
Green,  as  contained  in  a  late  number  of  the  Monthly  Record. 

The  Board,  in  common  with  the  Society  and  with  the  whole 
Church,  has  suffered  heavily  in  the  loss  of  its  late  revered  and 
beloved  Bishop,  and  its  earnest  and  working  colleague,  the  late 
Eev.  C.  P.  Gadsden. 

While  bowing  in  submission  to  the  will  of  our  Heavenly 
Father  we  desire  to  put  on  record,  our  estimate  of  their  many 
virtues  and  sincerely  to  express  the  hope,  that  He  "  who  doth 
not  willingly  afflict  or  grieve  the  children  of  men,"  will  sanctify 
our  loss  and  sustain  us  in  our  heavy  bereavements.

APPENDIX  VII. 


REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  UNIVERSITY  OF 
THE  SOUTH. 


The  undersigned  on  behalf  of  the  Trustees  of  the  University 
of  the  South,  respectfully  report. 

That  during  the  past  year  this  institution  has  been  enabled 
successfully  to  enter  upon  its  career  as  a  University.  The  diffi- 
culty of  suddenly  emancipating  the  more  advanced  students 
from  the  rigid  discipline  of  the  grammar  school,  and  the 
restraints  of  Proctorial  supervision,  had  been  looked  forward  to 
with  some  degree  of  apprehension,  but  the  troubles  arising 
therefrom  were  promptly  and  happily  overcome,  and  the  Uni- 
versity may  now  be  considered  as  fairly  launched  upon  its 
career,  a  bulwark  of  Southern  civilization  and  a  nursery  of  the 
Church. 

The  attendance  and  patronage  last  year,  was  largely  in 
advance  of  that  in  previous  years,  and  the  present  session 
promises  to  be  equally  successful.  The  growth  and  develop- 
ment of  this  noble  Institution  from  its  germ  to  its  present  pro- 
portions, within  the  brief  period  of  three  years,  and  especially 
in  these  days  of  destitution  and  distress  among  our  people,  is  a 
cheering  indication  that  the  blessing  of  Almighty  G-od  is  with 
the  enterprise,  as  an  appointed  means  of  furthering  His  cause 
and  strengthening  His  Church. 

The  interest  of  the  people  of  this  Diocese  in  the  institution 
has  largely  advanced  within  the  year,  mainly  through  the 
attention  called  to  the  subject,  by  the  election  to  the  Chaplaincy 
and  a  Professorship  of  our  friend  and  brother,  Rev.  W.  P. 
DuBose,  and  the  information  laid  by  him  before  the  commu- 
nities which  he  was  enabled  to  visit  for  that  purpose.  He 
collected  for  the  special  objects  which  he  represented  $1,167, 
nearly  one  third  of  it  being  the  munificent  gift  of  one  of  our 
Clergy. 
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The  report  of  the  Diocesan  Treasurer  of  the  University  is 
herewith  submitted.  The  total  receipts  were  $290  30,  of  which, 
$146  were  derived  from  coupons  on  bonds,  $10  contributed 
by  individuals,  and  $131  30  from  the  Advent  collections. 

As  these  collections  constitute  the  chief  source  of  supply  of 
means  for  the  daily  wants  of  the  University,  it  is  earnestly 
hoped  that  they  will  no  longer  be  neglected  by  any  of  the 
Parishes.  They  were  particularly  recommended  by  the  last 
Convention  of  the  Diocese,  and  one  of  the  latest  official  acts  of 
our  late  revered  Bishop,  was  to  call  attention  to  them,  by  a 
published  notice  in  "  The  Record."  Only  ten  Churches  con- 
tributed in  this  way  last  year.  May  we  not  again  invoke  our 
Clergy,  at  least,  to  do  their  part,  by  affording  their  people  an 
annual  opportunity  of  contributing  something  to  this  great 
cause.  Having  established  these  collections  as  a  stated  means 
of  support,  a  small  sum  thus  contributed  from  each  Parish  in 
the  ten  Southern  Dioceses,  would  yield  all  the  revenue  needed 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  University.

A.  T.  Porter  desiring  cer- 
tain information  from  the  Board  of  Missions,  also,  from  Eectors, 
Missionaries  and  Yestries, 

On  page  37  is  a  resolution  introduced  by  Mr,  B,  Stuart, 
requiring  the  Committee  of  Finance  to  inquire  into,  and  report 
at  this  meeting  of  the  Convention  upon  the  practicability  of 
establishing  a  Diocesan  Society  for  the  purpose  of  insuring  the 
lives  of  the  Clergy  of  the  Diocese, 

On  page  42,  it  appears  that  a  Committee  of  two  Clergymen 
and  three  Laymen,  were  appointed  to  take  into  consideration 
the  expediency  of  procuring  an  Episcopal  Eesidence  in  the  City 
of  Charleston,  and  to  report  at  this  Convention, 

On  page  44,  45,  46,  are  a  Canon  of  "  Vestry  and  Warden," 
and  amendments  to  the  same,  the  consideration  of  which  was 
postponed  to  this  Convention.

APPENDIX  IX. 


EEPOET  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  THE  CONSTITUTION 
AND  CANONS. 


The  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Canons,  to  whom  it 
was  referred  "  to  examine  and  revise  the  Canons,  Eules  of 
Order,  and  Standing  Eesolutions,"  and  to  report  to  this  Conven- 
tion, respectfully 

kepoet: 

That  in  view  of  the  importance  of  more  intimate  knowledge, 
both  among  clergy  and  laity,  of  the  canons  and  other  regula- 
tions of  the  Church,  they  have  been  impressed  with  the  pro- 
priety of  giving  to  these,  our  statutes,  greater  prominence,  by 
publishing  them  in  a  separate  and  more  permanent  form,  instead 
of  appending  them,  as  heretofore,  to  the  Journal  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

Besides  what  the  committee  believe  to  be  the  utility  of  this 
measure,  it  is  recommended  also  on  grounds  of  economy.  An 
edition  of  one  thousand  copies,  distributed  as  proposed,  would 
last  at  least  ten  years ;  would  cost  certainly  less  than  one  edition  of 
the  Journal,  and  would  reduce  its  annual  cost  perhaps  one-fifth. 

With  this  end  in  view,  it  seemed  proper  to  subject  the  whole 
matter  which  would  enter  into  such  a  publication  to  a  careful 
revision,  in  order  to  give  to  it  as  much  permanence  as  possible. 
They  have,  therefore,  taken  the  liberty  to  suggest  such  altera- 
tions and  additions  to  the  canons,  &c,  as  in  their  judgment 
tend  to  perfect  our  system  of  law. 

Considering  it  equally  important  that  at  least  such  portion  of 
the  general  law  of  the  Church  as  concerns  all  its  members, 
should  be  more  accessible  to  all,  they  further  suggest  the  pro- 
priety of  embracing  in  the  same  publication  the  constitution 
and  such  extracts  from  the  canons  of  the  General  Convention. 

In  pursuance  of  these  views,  the  committee  herewith  submit 
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the  following  proposed  constitution,  canons,  rules  of  order,  &c, 
together  with  the  following  resolutions  : 

1st.  Resolved,  That  one  thousand  copies  of  the  proposed 
revised  constitution,  canons,  &c,  be  published  in  separate  form, 
and  distributed  as  follows,  to  wit:  To  each  clergyman  of  the 
Diocese,  two  copies  ;  to  each  vestry,  five  copies  ;  to  the  Bishop, 
five  copies  ;  and  the  remainder  reserved  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Convention  for  future  distribution. 

2d.  Resolved,  That  this  report  be  appended  to  the  Journal  of 
this  Convention,  and  the  consideration  of  it  deferred  until  the 
next  Convention. 

3d.  Resolved,  That  the  present  constitution,  canons,  rules  of 
order,  and  standing  resolutions  be  omitted  from  the  Journal  of 
this  Convention.

CONSTITUTION 

OF  THE 

PROTESTANT  EPISCOPAL  CHURCH 

IN  THE 

DIOCESE  OF  SOUTH  CAROLINA. 


ARTICLE  I. 

The  Church  in  this  Diocese  accedes  to,  and  adopts  the  Con- 
stitution and  Canons  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the 
United  States  of  America,  and  acknowledges  their  authority 
accordingly. 

AETICLE  II. 

Of  Convention — Meetings. 
Section  I.  A  stated  Convention  shall  be  held  annually  in 
Charleston,  on  the  second  Thursday  in  May,  or  at  such  time 
and  place  as  shall  have  been  determined  upon  by  the  preceding 
Convention. 

Sec.  II.  The  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese  shall  have 
power  to  call  a  special  meeting  of  the  Convention,  and  such 
meeting  shall  be  held  when  and  where  the  authority  so  calling 
it  shall  determine;  and  at  such  meeting  no  other  business  shall 
be  transacted  than  that  specified  in  the  notice  so  calling  said 
meeting ;  nor  shall  a  Bishop  or  Assistant  Bishop  be  elected  at 
such  meeting. 

Sec.  III.  In  case  there  be  an  epidemic  disease,  or  other  cause 
deemed  sufficient,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Ecclesiastical  au- 
thority, to  require  a  change  of  the  time  or  place  for  the  meeting 
of  a  Convention,  either  stated  or  special,  the  said  authority 
may  designate  another  time  or  place  for  holding  such  meeting, 
to  be  held  within  not  less  than  a  month  after  such  designation. 
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AETICLE  III. 
Of  Convention — Members. 
Section  I.  The  Convention  shall  be  composed  of  Clergymen 
and  Laymen. 

Sec.  II.  The  Bishop,  the  Assistant  Bishop,  when  there  is  one, 
and  every  other  Clergyman,  who  has  been  actually,  as  well  as 
canonically,  resident  within  the  Diocese  for  the  space  of  twelve 
calendar  months  next  before  the  meeting  of  the  Convention, 
and  has  for  the  same  period  been  performing  the  duties  of  his 
station  as  Eector,  Minister,  or  Assistant  Minister  of  a  Parish  ; 
or  as  a  Missionary  acting  under  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of 
the  Diocese  ;  or  as  a  Chaplain  in  any  public  or  benevolent  insti- 
tution ;  or  as  a  Professor  in  the  Theological  Seminary  of  the 
Diocese,  or  who,  after  a  continued  service  of  at  least  twenty 
years  in  this  Diocese,  by  the  infirmities  of  health  or  age  may 
have  been  incapacitated  for  further  active  duties  of  the  Ministry, 
shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  of  a  member  of  the  Con- 
vention. 

Sec  III.  Every  other  Clergyman  in  good  standing,  canon- 
ically resident  in  the  Diocese,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privi- 
leges of  the  Convention,  except  the  right  to  vote.  t 

Sec.  IY.  Lay  Delegates,  not  exceeding  four  in  number,  shall 
be  elected  by  each  Parish  or  congregation  in  union  with  this 
Convention,  from  among  the  communicants  thereof  to  represent 
it  in  the  Convention.  Such  Deputies,  shall  serve  for  one  stated 
Convention,  and  shall,  before  they  are  permitted  to  take  their 
seats,  produce  written  testimonials  of  their  election.  For  special 
Conventions,  special  elections  shall  be  held. 

Sec.  V.  No  deputy  shall  hereafter  represent  two  distinct 
Churches,  or  shall,  in  any  case,  have  more  than  one  vote. 

Sec  VI.  A  Lay  member  having  taken  his  seat  in  the  Conven- 
tion as  a  deputy  from  any  Church,  shall  not  (without  the  unani- 
mous consent  of  the  Convention)  be  permitted  to  relinquish  his 
seat  and  take  his  seat  as  the  deputy  of  another  Church. 

AETICLE  IY. 

Of  a  Quorum. 

Ten  (10)  members  of  the  clerical  order,  and  lay  representa- 
tives of  ten  (10)  Churches,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the 
transaction  of  business  generally;  but  any  number  of  either 
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order  that  shall  assemble,  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day  until  a 
quorum  is  formed. 

AETICLE  V. 

Of  the  President. 
The  Bishop  of  the  Diocese  shall  be  ex  officio  President  of 
the  Convention,  and  in  his  absence,  the  Assistant  Bishop,  if 
there  be  one.  But  in  case  neither  of  them  be  present,  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Standing  Committee  shall  be  the  President  of  the 
Convention ;  and,  if  he  be  not  present,  a  presiding  officer  shall 
be  elected  from  among  the  attending  presbyters. 

AETICLE  VI. 

Of  the  Secretary. 
A  Secretary  shall  be  annually  chosen,  (and  continue  in  office 
until  a  successor  be  appointed,)  who  shall  keep  a  true  and  cor- 
rect journal  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Convention,  attest  its 
public  acts,  preserve  its  records,  and  give  notice  to  each  minis- 
ter and  vestry  of  the  time  and  place  appointed  for  any  stated 
or  special  meetings  of  the  Convention,  and  this  notice  shall  be 
given  at  least  six  weeks  before  the  meeting  of  such  Convention. 

AETICLE  VII. 

Of  the  Treasurer. 
A  Treasurer  shall  be  annually  chosen,  who  shall  keep  regular 
accounts  of  all  money  transactions,  to  be  annually  laid  before 
the  Convention,  and  shall  faithfully  deliver  into  the  hands  of 
his  successor  all  books,  papers,  and  funds  relative  and  belonging 
to  the  Convention,  which  may  be  in  his  charge. 

AETICLE  VIII. 

Of  Voting. 

On  all  questions,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, the  members  shall  deliberate  and  vote  as  one  body;  but 
any  two  clergymen  or  the  deputies  from  any  two  Churches,  may 
call  for  a  separate  vote  of  each  Order,  when  the  clergy  shall  vote 
individually,  and  the  lay  deputies  by  Churches,  (a  majority  from 
each  Church  having  one  vote),  and  a  majority  in  both  orders 
shall,  in  each  case,  be  necessary  to  a  decision. 
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AETICLE  IX. 

Of  Voting  for  a  Bishop  or  Assistant  Bishop. 

In  the  election  of  a  Bishop  or  Assistant  Bishop  of  this  Dio- 
cese, the  vote  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  by  Orders,  and  a  majority 
of  each  Order  shall  determine  a  choice ;  Provided,  that  two- 
thirds  (f)  of  all  the  clergy  entitled  to  vote,  and  two-thirds  (£) 
of  the  Churches  entitled  to  representation  be  present ;  other- 
wise two-thirds  (f )  of  the  votes  of  each  Order  present  shall  be 
necessary  to  determine  a  choice. 

AETICLE  X. 

Of  Admitting  Parishes  or  Churches  into  the  Convention. 

New  Parishes  or  congregations,  desiring  to  unite  with  the 
Convention,  may  be  admitted  thereto  in  the  following  manner  : 
They  shall  make  application  in  writing  to  the  Bishop,  or,  if 
there  be  none,  or  he  be  absent,  to  the  Standing  Committee, 
stating  the  due  organization  of  their  Church,  the  election  of 
Wardens  and  Vestrymen,  their  means  or  prospects  for  the 
support  of  a  Minister,  and  their  willingness  to  conform  to  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  General  Convention,  and  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  Convention  of  this  Diocese, 
which  are  now  or  hereafter  may  be  enacted  by  the  authority 
of  the  same.  And  at  the  Convention  next  succeeding  the 
receipt  of  such  application,  the  Bishop  or  Standing  Committee 
shall  communicate  the  same  to  the  Convention  for  its  decision  . 
thereon.  In  case  the  congregation  so  applying  be  within  the 
limits  of  one  or  more  existing  Churches,  they  shall  state  also 
the  reasons  for  the  proposed  organization,  the  distance  of  their 
place  of  worship  from  the  other,  or  from  each  of  the  others, 
together  with  whatever  additional  facts  may  throw  light  upon 
their  relation  to  the  existing  Church  or  Churches,  and  the  Con- 
vention shall  decide  whether  or  not  such  proposed  organization 
shall  take  effect,  and  the  congregation  be  admitted  into  union, 
as  in  other  cases,  with  this  Convention. 

Should  the  Convention  make  a  favorable  decision,  the  said 
congregation  shall  then  be  considered  in  union  with  the  Con- 
vention of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese ;  Provided,  always,  that 
the  deputies  of  the  Church  or  Parish  newly  admitted,  though 
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entitled  to  a  seat,  shall  not  be  allowed  a  vote  at  that  meeting 
of  the  Convention.  But  no  lay  vote  shall  be  received  from  any 
Church  or  Parish,  which  has  for  three  (3)  successive  years  neg- 
lected to  elect  a  Yestry  and  Wardens,  or  to  pay  its  quota  to  the 
Convention,  until  admitted  by  a  vote  of  the  Convention. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

Of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Section  I.  A  Standing  Committee,  consisting  of  five  presby- 
ters of  the  Diocese,  and  five  Laymen,  taken  indiscriminately 
from  among  the  actual  communicants  of  the  Church  of  the 
Diocese  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  at  every  regular  meeting  of 
the  Convention,  for  the  purposes  expressed  in  the  Constitutions 
and  Canons  of  the  G-eneral  and  Diocesan  Conventions,  who  shall 
continue  in  office  until  another  Committee  be  appointed. 

Sec.  II.  At  their  first  meeting  after  their  appointment  they 
shall  choose  one  of  the  presbyters  of  their  body  to  be  their 
President,  and  another  of  their  body  to  be  their  Secretary 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  keep  regular  minutes  of  all  the  pro- 
ceedings and  business  of  the  Committee,  to  preserve  them  care- 
fully recorded  in  a  book  provided  for  that  purpose  alone ;  to 
preserve  the  originals  of  all  letters  and  papers  addressed  to  the 
Standing  Committee ;  to  attest  their  public  acts ;  to  perform 
such  other  duties  as  they  may  require,  and  faithfully  to  deliver 
into  the  hands  of  his  successor  all  books  and  papers  relative  to 
the  concerns  of  the  Standing  Committee  which  may  have  been 
entrusted  to  him. 

Sec  III.  They  shall  present  to  each  Annual  Convention  an 
abstract  of  the  minutes  of  their  proceedings  since  the  former 
Convention. 

Sec.  IV.  Vacancies  in  this  Committee,  caused  by  death 
resignation,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  supplied  by  the  suffrages  of 
the  remaining  members,  a  majority  of  the  whole  Committee 
being  necessary  to  constitute  a  choice. 

ARTICLE  XII. 

Of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention. 
Section  I.  At  every  stated  Convention   next  preceding  a 
meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  four  Presbyters  and  four 
Laymen  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  to  represent  this  Diocese  in 
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General  Convention.  Immediately  afterwards,  four  other 
Presbyters,  and  four  other  Laymen  shall  also  be  chosen  by 
ballot,  as  substitutes  for  the  first  chosen.  Such  representatives 
and  substitutes  to  serve  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

Sec.  II.  In  case  any  deputy  of  those  first  chosen  shall  decline 
such  appointments,  or  be  unable  to  attend,  he  shall  forthwith 
inform  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  Diocese,  and  the  said 
Ecclesiastical  authority  shall  thereupon  summon  to  the  General 
Convention  one  of  the  substitutes  in  the  order  in  which  their 
names  are  on  the  Journal,  which  order  shall  be  decided  by  lot 
by  the  managers  at  the  time  of  election. 

AETICLE  XIII. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman. 

A  Clergyman  shall  be  subject  to  a  trial  for  offences  enumera- 
ted in  the  Canon  of  the  General  Convention  "  of  offences  which 
Ministers  shall  be  tried  and  punished"  and  in  the  Canons  of  this 
Convention.  The  trial  shall  be  conducted  according  to  the 
mode  provided  for  by  the  Canons  of  this  Convention. 

AETICLE  XIY. 

Of  Altering  the  Constitution. 

~No  one  of  these  articles  shall  be  altered  or  repealed,  nor  shall 
any  article  be  adopted,  unless  such  alteration,  repeal,  or  new 
article  be  proposed,  considered,  and  concurred  in  by  a  majority 
at  one  Convention,  and  adopted  by  two-thirds  of  both  orders 
present  at  a  subsequent  Convention. 


CANONS. 


1st.    Of  the  Organized  Bodies  and  Officers  of  the  Church. 

CANON  I. 
Of  the  Clergy. 

Section  1.  Within  one  week  before  the  meeting  of  every 
Convention  of  this  Diocese,  the  Bishop,  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop, 
the  Standing  Committee,  shall  prepare  or  cause  to  be  prepared 
a  list  of  all  Clergymen  canonically  resident  in  the  Diocese, 
annexing  the  names  of  their  respective  Parishes  or  Cures,  or  of 
their  stations  as  Missionaries,  or  of  the  institutions  of  learning, 
constituted  by  Civil  or  Ecclesiastical  authority,  in  which  they 
are  engaged ;  or  in  regard  to  those  not  engaged  in  Parishes, 
Missions,  or  Institutions  of  learning  as  above,  their  place  of  resi- 
dence only;  designating  those  who  are  entitled  to  all  the  privi- 
leges of  the  Convention,  and  those  who  are  entitled  to  seats 
but  not  to  votes.  And  such  list  shall  be  laid  before  the  Conven- 
tion, immediately  after  it  shall  have  been  called  to  order,  on  the 
first  day  of  meeting,  and  the  names  of  the  clerical  members 
called  therefrom.  And  until  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Conven- 
tion, it  shall  be  received  as  the  Koll  of  the  Convention.  Such 
list,  when  approved  by  the  Convention,  shall  be  appended  to 
the  Journal,  and  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
General  Convention. 

Sec  2.  No  Clergyman  while  suspended  from  the  Ministry, 
shall  have  a  place  on  said  List. 

Sec  The  right  of  any  Clergyman  to  a  seat  in  the  Conven- 
tion shall,  if  disputed,  be  determined  according  to  the  provisions 
of  the  Constitution,  by  the  Convention  itself,  whether  his  name 
be  inserted  in  the  list  aforesaid  or  not. 

Sec  4.  The  Bishop  shall  take  such  measures  for  notifying  the 
admission  of  Ministers  into  this  Diocese,  as  may  prevent  utfwary 
and  ignorant  people  from  being  imposed  upon  by  persons  pre- 
tending to  be  authorized  Ministers  of  the  Church  ;  and  his  cer- 
tificate shall  be  evidence  of  such  admission. 
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CANON  II. 
Of  Parishes  or  Churches. 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  number  of  persons  shall  desire  to 
form  a  Parish,  they  shall  first  obtain  the  consent  of  the  Eccle- 
siastical authority  of  the  Diocese  ;  and  then,  assuming  some 
name  by  which  their  Church  or  Parish  may  be  designated, 
adopt  articles  of  association,  in  the  following  form  : 

"We,  the  undersigned,  assembled  for  the  purpose  of  organiz- 
ing a  Parish  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  at  , 

County  of  ,  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  after  due 

notice  given,  do  hereby  agree  to  organize  a  Parish  or  Congre- 
gation, to  he  known  by  the  name  of   Church,   > 

and  as  such,  do  hereby  acknowledge,  accede  to,  and  adopt,  the 
doctrine,  discipline,  and  worship,  the  Constitution  and  Canons 
of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United  States  of 
America,  and  the  Constitution  and  Canons  of  the  same  Church 
in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  and  do  accordingly  appoint 

A.  B.  and  C.  D.  to  be  Wardens,  and  E.  F.,  G.  H.,  J.  K,,  &c,  to 
be  Vestrymen  of  Church,  to  continue  in  office  until  Eas- 
ter-Monday, A.  D.   ,  and  until  others  be  chosen  in  their 

place.

A  certified  copy  of  these  Articles  of  Association  shall  be  laid 
before  the  Convention,  together  with  their  application  for  admis- 
sion thereto,  whereupon,  they  may  be  admitted,  according  to 
the  Constitutional  provisions  to  that  effect. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Parish  in  union  with  the 
Convention  to  send  Deputies, — one  at  least  —  to  every  Con- 
vention. ( 

Sec.  3.  Such  Deputies  shall  present  a  certificate,  signed  by 
either  the  Kector,  the  Secretary  of  the  Vestry,  or  one  of  the 
Wardens,  in  the  following  form  :

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Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  Vestry  to  forward  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Convention,  at  least  two  weeks  before  the 
meeting  of  the  Convention,  a  certified  list  of  the  Lay  Deputies 
appointed  to  represent  their  respective  Parishes  in  the  Conven- 
tion. 

Sec.  5.  Before  the  assembling  of  the  Convention,  the  Secre- 
tary shall  prepare  from  such  list,  a  Eoll  of  Deputies  ;  and  until 
such  roll  shall  have  been  examined  and  passed  upon  by  the 
Convention,  it  shall  be  received  as  the  Eoll  of  the  Convention. 

CANON  III. 

Of  forming  New  Parishes  within  existing  Parishes. 

Section  1.  Whenever  any  number  of  persons  shall  desire  to 
organize  a.  Parish  within  the  bounds  of  any  existing  Parish  or 
Parishes,  they  shall  give  due  notice  to  the  Minister  or  Ministers 
thereof;  or  if  the  Parish  or  Parishes  be  without  a  Minister, 
then  to  the  Vestry  or  Vestries  of  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  In  forwarding  to  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  their 
application  for  permission  to  organize  a  new  Parish,  they  shall 
enclose  the  written  approval  or  disapproval  of  the  Minister  or 
Ministers,  the  Vestry  or  Vestries  aforesaid ;  and  if  he  or  they 
fail  to  give  either,  a  certificate  of  the  fact. 

Sec.  3.  If  the  Ecclesiastical  authority  approve,  the  new  Par- 
ish may  apply  for  admission  into  the  Convention. 

CANON  IV. 

Of  Dormant  Parishes. 

Section  1.  If  any  Parish  shall  have  failed  for  three  suc- 
cessive years,  to  elect  a  Vestry,  and  to  send  Deputies  to  the 
Convention,  or  to  make  the  Keports  required  by  Section  1,  of 
Canon  xv.,  Title  I.,  of  the  General  Convention,  or  to  pay  the 
assessments  made  by  the  Convention,  the  Ecclesiastical  author- 
ity shall  report  the  facts  to  the  Convention,  and,  unless  he  shall 
state  at  the  same  time  that  these  failures  are  for  reasons  satis- 
factory to  him,  its  union  with  the  Convention  shall  cease. 

Sec.  2.  Such  Parishes  may  be  restored  to  union  with  the 
Convention  by  complying  with  the  provisions  of  the  Consti- 
tution, and  of  Canons  II  and  III  of  this  Diocese..  '•  . 
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Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Authority  to 
adopt  the  measures  necessary  to  preserve  the  property  of  such 
Parishes  as  may  be  dormant  or  virtually  extinct. 

CANON  Y. 

Of  Annual  Parish  Meetings. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  the  members 
of  every  Parish  in  this  Diocese,  on  Easter  Monday,  or  some 
other  day  legally  appointed,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  War- 
dens and  Yestrymen,  and  of  transacting  such  other  business  as 
may  come  before  the  said  meeting. 

CANON  VI. 

Of  Wardens  and  Vestrymen. 

Section  1.  In  every  Parish  there  shall  be  an  annual  election 
on  Easter  Monday,  or  on  such  day  thereafter  as  the  Parish  may 
appoint,  of  two  Church  Wardens,  and  not  less  than  three  nor 
more  than  seven  Yestrymen,  to  continue  in  office  for  one  year, 
and  until  their  successors  are  appointed.  The  Wardens  shall 
always  be  communicants. 

Sec.  2.  All  matters  appertaining  to  the  conduct  of  said  elec- 
tion, and  also  to  the  organization  and  officers  of  the  Yestry, 
when  elected,  shall  be  regulated  by  the  Articles  of  Association, 
or  Bye-Laws  of  the  Parish. 

Sec.  3.  The  Yestry,  duly  organized,  shall  represent  the  Parish 
in  its  corporate  or  organic  character ;  they  shall  have  charge 
of  its  property,  provide  for  all  repairs,  salaries  and  current 
expenses,  administer  its  temporal  aifairs,  and  also  act  as  helpers 
to  the  Minister  in  whatever  is  appropriate  to  Laymen  for  the 
furtherance  of  the  Gospel. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  especial  duty  of  the  Wardens  to  pro- 
vide whatever  may  be  necessary  for  the  due  celebration  of 
Divine  Worship,  as  books,  vestments,  &c;  also  for  the  decency 
and  comforts  of  the  church  building  and  furniture,  books  for 
church  records,  and  the  elements  of  the  Lord's  Supper,  and  to 
put  down  all  disorder  during  public  worship.  They  shall  be 
ready  to  collect  "  the  alms  and  other  devotions  of  the  people," 
and,  in  case  the  Parish  is  without  a  Minister,  shall  receive  and 
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disburse  them,  and  also  provide  for  Public  Worship  by  occasional 
clerical  services,  or  by  lay -reading,  as  circumstances  shall  per- 
mit. They  shall  also,  during  such  vacancy,  take  charge  of  the 
church  plate,  records,  &c;  and  shall  present  to  the  Bishop,  at 
each  Annual  Convention,  a  report  of  the  Parish. 

Sec.  5.  When  a  Parish  is  vacant,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Yestry  to  notify  the  Bishop  of  the  fact,  and  also,  to  elect  and 
invite  a  Eector ;  but  not  without  due  regard  to  the  ascertained 
wishes  of  the  congregation,  and  the  opinion  and  advice  of  the 
Bishop. 

CANON  VII. 
Of  the  Calling  and  Organization  of  Conventions. 

Section  1.  Notice  of  the  meeting  of  any  Convention  shall  be 
given  by  the  Secretary,  in  a  printed  letter,  transmitted  by  mail, 
to  every  Clergyman  and  Parish  in  the  Diocese.  These  letters 
shall  contain  a  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the 
Convention,  and,  if  it  be  a  special  Convention,  called  as  pro- 
vided in  the  Constitution,  for  a  particular  purpose,  they  shall 
specify  that  purpose.  Those  to  the  Clergy,  shall  also  contain 
the  form  for  Parochial  JReports,  and  those  to  the  Parishes,  the 
form  of  Certificate  for  Deputies,  and  such  extracts  from  the 
Constitution,  Canons  and  Standing  Resolutions,  as  relate  to  their 
appointment.  They  shall  also  state  the  quotas  of  the  several 
Parishes  to  the  various  funds  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec  2.  The  Convention,  thus  summoned,  sliall  always  be 
opened  with  "  Morning  Prayer,"  a  sermon,  and  the  celebrating 
of  the  Lord's  Supper,  by  the  Bishop,  if  he  be  present,  other- 
wise, by  the  President  of  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec  3.  When  the  Convention  shall  have  been  called  to  order, 
the  Secretary  shall  proceed  to  call  the  roll  of  Clergy,  and  then 
of  Lay-Deputies ;  after  which,  if  a  quorum  be  found  present, 
the  President  shall  declare  the  Convention  duly  organized. 
The  roll  of  Clergy  used  by  him,  shall  be  the  list  furnished  by 
the  Ecclesiastical  Authority,  according  to  Canon  I,  Section  1st; 
and  the  roll  of  Deputies,  that  prepared  by  himself  from  the  lists 
furnished  according  to  Cannon  II,  Section  4  ;  Provided,  That  no 
Deputy  whose  seat  may  be  contested,  shall  have  place  on  said 
list. 

14 
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Sec.  4.  Two  Committees  on  Credentials  shall  then  be 
appointed  ;  the  first  consisting  of  three  Clergymen,  to  whom 
the  roll  of  Clergy  shall  be  referred ;  the  other,  of  three  Lay- 
men, to  whom  shall  be  referred  the  roll  of  Deputies,  together 
with  the  certificates  of  their  appointment,  and  the  list  of  the 
Treasurer,  required  by  Canon  VIII,  Section  1.  And  these 
Committees  severally,  shall  examine  forthwith  and  report  to 
the  Convention  upon  the  lists  so  referred  ;  the  latter  specify- 
ing, in  their  report,  which  Parishes  are  entitled  to  all  the  privi- 
leges of  the  Convention,  and  which  are,  by  Article  XII  of  the 
Constitution,  debarred  from  voting,  until  admitted  by  a  vote  of 
the  Convention.  Should  the  Committee  have  considered  any 
certificates  unsatisfactory,  these  shall  be  then  taken  up,  and  the 
question  of  their  sufficiency  settled. 

CANON  VIII. 

Of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention. 

Section  1.  In  addition  to  the  usual  duties  of  the  office,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer,  at  the  opening  of  each 
Annual  Convention,  to  lay  upon  the  Secretary's  table  a  list  of 
those  Parishes  and  Churches  which  have  for  three  successive 
years  neglected  to  pay  their  quotas  to  the  Convention. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  also  pay,  at  or  before  the  meeting  of  the 
General  Convention,  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  same,  the  quota  of 
this  Diocese,  towards  defraying  the  expenses  of  that  body. 

CANON  IX. 

Of  the  Secretary. 
Section  1.  In  addition  to  the  duties  made  incumbent  upon 
him   by  these  Canons,  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  is 
charged  with  the  performance  of  all  those  devolved  upon  his 
office  by  the  General  Canons  of  the  Church. 

CANON  X. 

Of  Diocesan  Missions. 
Section  1.  The  Diocesan  Missionary  Society  of  South  Caro- 
lina is  co-extensive  with  the  Church,  in  the  Diocese,  and  for 
transacting   business  is  represented  by  the  Bishop,  and  the 
members  of  the  Diocesan  Convention. 
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Sec.  2.  The  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Society'  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  South  Caro- 
lina, (of  which,  by  the  Constitution  of  that  Society,  the  Bishop 
is  ex  officio  Chairman,)  when  approved  by  the  Convention,  shall 
be  the  Board  of  Missions  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec.  3.  As  such  Board  of  Missions,  they  shall  meet  at  least 
twice  in  each  year,  at  such  places  as  the  Convention  may 
designate,  and  in  addition  to  their  business  meeting,  shall  hold 
a  public  Missionary  meeting,  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop, 
or  the  presiding  officer  of  the  Board. 

Sec.  4.  They  shall  receive  all  funds  raised  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  Convention  for  Diocesan  Missions,  and  all  other  that 
may  come  into  their  hands  as  the  Diocesan  Board  for  the  same 
purpose,  and  shall  appropriate  the  same  at  their  discretion  : 
Provided,  That  all  stations  established  shall  be  on  nomination 
of  the  Bishop,  and  all  Missionaries  aided  shall  be  appointed  by 
him  ;  or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  then  by  the  Ecclesiastical  author- 
ity ;  and  provided,  further,  that  all  contributions  designated  for 
specific  objects  shall  be  applied  as  designated. 

Sec  5.  They  shall  keep  a  separate  record  of  their  transac- 
tions as  the  Board  of  Missions,  and  report  the  same  to  each 
Annual  Convention,  including  an  account  of  the  funds  received 
and  disbursed ;  the  number  and  names  of  stations  and  Mission- 
aries aided,  and  for  what  length  of  time,  the  number  and  names 
of  Parishes  contributing,  and  the  several  amounts ;  together 
with  all  other  matters  which  in  their  judgment  may  tend  to 
throw  light  upon  the  Missionary  work  of  the  Diocese. 

Sec  6.  All  applications  for  aid  from  organized  Parishes  must 
be  by  the  Vestry,  duly  convened;  and  no  application  from  such 
shall  be  considered,  that  does  not  inform  the  Board  of  the 
amount  to  be  paid  by  the  Parish  for  the  support  of  its  Minister 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

Sec  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  organized  Parishes  in  union 
with  the  Convention,  as  it  is  of  every  individual  member  of  the 
Church,  to  contribute  according  to  their  ability,  to  the  Mission- 
ary funds  of  the  Diocese. 
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CAN  ON  XI. 

Of  Missionary  Districts. 

Section  1.  In  order  to  impress  upon  the  Clergy  and  Laity  of 
the  Diocese  a  sense  of  personal  responsibility  for  the  work  of 
the  Church  in  their  immediate  spheres,  this  Diocese  is  divided 
into  Five  Missionary  Districts,  as  follows : 

The  First,  consisting  of  the  Counties  of  Oconee,  Pickens,  An- 
derson, Abbeville,  Newberry,  Laurens,  Greenville,  Spartanburg 
and  Union. 

The  Second,  of  York,  Chester,  Fairfield,  Kichland,  Orange- 
burg, Lexington,  and  Edgefield. 

The  Third,  of  Lancaster,  Kershaw,  Sumter,  Clarendon,  Dar- 
lington, Chesterfield,  Marlboro',  and  Marion. 

The  Fourth,  of  Horry,  Georgetown,  Williamsburg,  and  that 
portion  of  Charleston  being  East  of  Cooper  Kiver  and  St.  James', 
Goose  Creek. 

The  fflfth,  of  the  remainder  of  Charleston,  with  Colleton, 
Beaufort,  Barnwell  and  Aiken. 

Sec.  2.  In  each  of  these  Districts,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
Clergy,  and  of  such  Lay  assistants  as  may  be  appointed — not 
more  than  three  in  each  Parish — to  strive  to  advance  the  Mis- 
sionary work  of  the  Church  within  its  bounds,  to  seek  out 
places  where  the  services  of  the  Church  may  be  introduced,  to 
supply  Congregations  destitute  of  services,  to  hold  Missionary 
Meetings  at  some  point  within  the  District,  at  least  twice  in 
the  year,  and  to  report  to  the  Bishop  as  often,  the  condition 
and  progress  of  the  work  among  them. 

2d.    Of  Ministers  and  their  Duties. 

CANON  XII. 

Of  the  Parish  Register  and  Reports. 

Section  1.  Each  clergyman  shall  keep  a  register  of  all  Bap- 
tisms, Marriages,  and  Burials  solemnized  by  him,  or  in  his  Par- 
ish by  another  Minister,  and  if  he  have  cure  of  souls,  a  list  of 
persons  confirmed  in  his  Parish  or  congregation,  and  of  com- 
municants, and  baptized  persons  not  communicants  belonging 
to  the  same. 
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Sec.  2.  The  register,  so  kept,  shall  specify  the  name  and  date 
of  birth  of  the  person  baptized,  the  names  of  parents  and 
sponsors — in  the  case  of  an  adult,  the  name,  and  those  of  the 
witnesses ;  the  names  of  persons  married  and  buried,  with  the 
date  of  every  rite  performed. 

Sec.  3.  In  every  Parish  these  entries  shall  be  made  by 
the  Minister,  in  a  book,  provided  by  the  Church  Wardens  for 
that  purpose — and  in  case  there  bo  no  Minister  the  Wardens 
themselves  shall  see  that  such  registry  be  made — which  book 
shall  be  known  as  the  Parish  Register,  and  preserved  as  part  of 
the  records  of  the  Church.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  every 
Minister,  in  case  of  removal  from  a  Parish,  to  deposit  this 
Register  with  the  Church  Wardens. 

Sec.  4.  Every  Minister  having  charge  of  a  Parish,  or  if  any 
Parish  be  vacant,  then  the  Wardens  thereof,  shall  present,  or 
cause  to  be  delivered,  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  every 
Annual  Convention,  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Djocese,  or  when 
there  is  no  Bishop,  to  the  President  of  the  Convention,  an 
accurate  statement  in  writing,  of  the  number  of  families,  mem- 
bers of  the  church,  specifying  the  adults,  and  the  children 
under  fourteen  ;  the  number  of  communicants,  specifying  the 
changes  by  admission,  removal,  or  death ;  the  number  of  bap- 
tisms, infant  and  adult ;  of  confirmations,  marriages  and  burials; 
the  state  and  condition  of  Sunday  and  parochial  schools,  if 
there  be  any ;  and  also  the  number  of  times,  and  the  places 
where  divine  service  has  been  performed ;  the  number  of  com- 
munions celebrated,  the  amount  of  offerings — for  alms,  for 
missions,  diocesan,  domestic  and  foreign,  for  the  parish  school, 
or  any  Church  institution,  of  assessments  paid  ;  of  Rector's 
salary  paid  ;  paid  for  the  support  and  current,  or  other  expenses, 
of  the  parish,  and  in  general,  for  all  parochial,  diocesan,  or 
general  objects  ;  also,  of  any  other  matters  which  may  tend  to 
throw  light  upon  the  state  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  5.  And  every  other  clergyman  shall  also  report  his  offi- 
cial acts  ;  or  if  he  have  performed  none,  the  reasons  therefor. 

Sec.  6.  Such  reports  shall  cover  the  period  of  a  year,  ending 
the  30th  of  April  preceding  the  meeting  of  the  Convention,  and 
they,  or  such  portion  of  them  as  the  President  shall  think  fit, 
may  be  read  in  Convention,  and  may  be  entered  on  the  Journal 
thereof. 
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Sec.  7.  In  each  case  the  white  and  colored  persons  shall  be 
reported  separately,  and  all  reports  shall  be  in  the  form  of  a 
schedule,  prepared  by  the  Secretary  in  accordance  with  the 
provision  of  this  Canon.  And  the  failure  of  any  Minister  to 
make  out  his  parochial  .Report  according  to  this  form,  shall  be 
deemed  a  sufficient  cause  for  the  exclusion  of  such  report  from 
the  pages  of  the  Journal. 

CANON  XIII. 

Of  persons  wishing  to  become  Candidates  for  Orders. 

Any  person  who  desires  to  become  a  candidate  for  Orders  in 
this  Diocese  shall  make  application  in  writing  to  the  Standing 
Committee,  stating  his  age  and  previous  occupation.  He  will 
also  be  expected  to  furnish  the  Committee  with  the  testimonials 
required  by  Canon  II,  Title  I.,  of  the  General  Convention,  and 
give  evidence  that  he  has  informed  the  Bishop  of  his  intention, 
according  to  the  requisitions  of  the  same  Canon. 

CANON  XIV. 

Candidates  for  Orders  Ineligible,  &c. 

No  person  who  is  a  candidate  for  Orders  shall  be  admitted  to 
a  seat  in  this  Convention  as  a  lay  delegate  from  any  Parish  or 
Church. 

3d.    Of  Discipline. 

CANON  XY. 

Of  the  Trial  of  a  Clergyman. 

Section  1.  In  order  to  bring  a  minister  to  trial  before  an 
Ecclesiastical  Court,  a  charge  shall  be  made,  in  the  first  place 
to  the  Standing  Committee,  in  writing,  under  the  proper  signa- 
ture of  at  least  two  persons,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  presbyter 
of  this  Diocese,  setting  forth  the  facts  alleged,  and  the  names  of 
the  witnesses  who  will  prove  the  same,  with  copies  of,  or  pro- 
per reference  to  any  other  evidence  required.  If  the  Standing 
Committee  shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  facts  charged  will  con- 
stitute any  one  or  more  of  the  offences  enumerated  in  the 
Constitution  and  Canons  of  this  Diocese  or  of  the  General 
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Convention,  and  that  it  would  be  for  the  good  of  the  Church 
that  further  proceedings  should  be  had,  they  shall  ascertain 
whether  there  is  proof  sufficient  to  put  the  accused  upon  his 
trial ;  and,  if  satisfied,  they  shall  thereupon  cause  a  presentment 
to  be  made  to  the  Bishop,  charging  the  accused  with  the  offence 
or  offences,  which  they  deemed  to  be  contained  in  the  evidence, 
and  specifying  the  facts  with  such  reasonable  certainty  as  to 
time,  place  and  circumstance,  as  shall  be  sufficient  for  a  judicial 
investigation. 

Sec.  2.  The  presentment  having  been  made,  the  Bishop  shall 
forthwith  cause  to  be  placed  in  a  box  the  names  of  all  the  pres- 
byters of  this  Diocese,  who,  for  the  time  being  are  actually 
engaged  in  duty  therein  (excepting  the  accused,  the  presenting 
presbyters,  and  those  on  the  Standing  Committee) ;  he  shall 
then  cause  twelve  of  the  said  names  to  be  drawn  out  by  a  child 
under  ten  years  of  age,  and  the  said  twelve  names  shall  be 
inscribed  on  a  list.  The  Bishop  shall  immediately  cause  a  copy 
of  the  said  list,  and  of  the  presentment,  to  be  served  on  the 
accused,  or  to  be  left  at  his  usual  place  of  residence.  Within 
thirty  days  thereafter,  the  accused  shall  strike  off  the  names  of 
three  of  the  presbyters  on  the  said  list,  and  give  notice  thereof 
to  the  Bishop ;  and  the  Bishop  shall  thereupon  send  a  list  of 
the  remaining  presbyters  to  the  President  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  who  shall,  within  fifteen  days  thereafter,  strike  off 
the  names  of  two  more,  and  give  notice  thereof  to  the  Bishop. 
If  either  party  shall  fail  to  notify  the  Bishop  as  aforesaid,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  strike  off  so  many  names  as 
the  party  failing  was  required  to  strike  off ;  and  in  each  case 
the  seven  remaining  presbyters  or  any  five  of  them  selected  by 
lot,  when  previous  to,  or  during  the  course  of  the  trial,  the 
entire  seven  cannot  be  present,  shall  constitute  a  Council  for 
the  trial  of  the  accused. 

Sec.  3.  The  Council  shall  hold  its  session  at  such  time  and 
place,  as  the  Bishop  may  appoint ;  and  its  session  shall  be  open 
only  to  members  in  actual  Communion  with  this  Church.  It 
shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  to  time,  and  upon  good 
cause  shown  in  behalf  either  of  the  accused  or  the  prosecution, 
or  on  their  own  motion,  to  another  place  within  the  Diocese. 
If  it  fail  to  meet  on  the  day  appointed,  it  shall  stand  adjourned 
to  the  next  day,  and  from  day  to  day,  for  the  space  of  three 
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days,  if  it  be  not  sooner  formed  ;  and  if  the  whole  number  do  not 
attend,  and  it  appears  probable  that  a  full  attendance  cannot 
be  had,  those  of  the  Council  who  may  be  present,  being  not  less 
than  five,  shall  organize  and  appoint  a  President  and  Secretary 
— the  first  from  their  own  body,  and  the  latter  from  their  own 
body  or  otherwise — and  before  proceeding  to  trial,  shall  ordain 
and  declare  the  rules  by  which  the  trial  shall  be  conducted.  It 
shall  cause  the  oral  testimony  for  and  against  the  accused  to 
be  written  down  by  the  Secretary,  and  along  with  the  deposi- 
tions and  other  evidence  read  upon  the  trial,  to  be  carefully 
preserved  j  and  shall  cause  a  Journal  to  be  kept  of  its  proceed- 
ings.  Some  officer  authorized  by  law  to  administer  oaths  may 
be  called  upon  by  the  Council  to  administer  an  oath  or  affirma- 
tion to  the  witnesses ;  and  upon  all  questions  the  common  law 
shall  furnish  the  rule,  and  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the 
members  present  shall  be  sufficient  for  a  decision. 

Sec.  4.  The  Council,  after  it  shall  be  organized,  may  appoint 
one  or  more  of  the  profession  of  the  law  to  be  its  assessors,  who 
may  be  present  at  all  its  proceedings.  It  shall  be  their  duty  to 
give  to  the  Council  an  opinion  upon  any  question  which  may 
arise  upon  which  the  Council,  or  any  member  thereof,  or  the 
prosecuting  or  accused  party,  shall  desire  an  opinion,  but  with- 
out any  voice  in  the  decision  of  any  question. 

Sec.  5.  A  written  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  of 
the  Council  shall  be  served  upon  the  accused,  or  left  at  his  usual 
place  of  abode,  at  least  thirty  days  before  such  meeting;  and 
the  like  notice  shall  be  given  to  the  Standing  Committee,  who, 
by  their  President,  or  some  one  whom  they  may  appoint  to  per- 
form that  office,  shall  collect  and  present  the  evidence,  and 
otherwise  appear  in  behalf  of  the  prosecution.  The  accused 
shall  also  be  allowed  the  privilege  of  counsel  under  such  regu- 
lations as  the  Council  may  see  fit  to  prescribe.  All  counsel 
must  be  communicants  of  the  Church. 

Sec.  6.  If  the  accused  do  not  appear,  the  Council  may  pro- 
ceed to  trial  in  his  absence,  or,  for  good  cause  shown,  may 
adjourn  the  trial  to  another  day  ;^and  if  he  then  fail  to  appear, 
the  Council  shall  report  him  to  the  Bishop  for  contumacy,  who 
thereupon  shall  pass  upon  him  sentence  of  suspension  from  the 
ministry ;  but  such  sentence  may  be  revised  by  the  Bishop,  if 
the  accused,  within  three  calendar  months,  shall  report  to  him 
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that  he  is  prepared  to  undergo  his  trial,  and  shall  appear  for 
that  end  before  the  Council ;  and  if  he  does  not  so  report  and 
appear,  the  Bishop,  in  view  of  the  charges  in  the  present- 
ment, may  pass  against  him  sentence  of  degradation  from  the 
ministry. 

Sec.  7.  Upon  the  application  of  the  President  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  or  the  accused  to  the  Bishop,  setting  forth  that  the 
attendance  of  a  material  witness  cannot  be  had,  he  shall  appoint 
a  commissioner  to  take  the  deposition  of  such  witness ;  and  the 
party  applying  shall  give  to  the  other  party  five  days  notice  of 
the  time  and  place  of  taking  the  deposition,  and  of  the  principal 
points  upon  which  the  witness  is  to  be  examined.  If  the  party 
to  whom  such  notice  is  to  be  given  reside  more  than  forty  miles 
from  the  place  appointed  for  taking  the  deposition,  an  additional 
day,  exclusive  of  Sunday,  shall  be  allowed  for  every  twenty 
miles.  The  depositions  shall  be  signed  by  the  witness,  and 
certified  by  the  commissioner,  under  seal,  to  the  Council. 

Sec.  8.  When  the  trial  shall  be  gone  through,  the  Council 
shall  declare,  in  a  writing  to  be  signed  by  the  several  members, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  their  decision  on  the  charges  contained 
in  the  presentment,  distinctly  stating  whether  they  find  the 
accused  guilty  or  not  guilty,  and  if  guilty  of  disorderly  conduct, 
or  of  violation  of  the  Constitution  or  Canons  of  this  Church  or 
of  this  Diocese,  suggesting  what  sentence,  in  their  opinion, 
ought  to  be  pronounced.  If  guilty  of  any  other  of  the  offences 
enumerated  in  Section  L,  Canon  II.,  Title  II.,  of  the  General 
Canons  of  this  Church,  the  sentence  shall  be  degradation.  They 
shall  forward  the  decision,  together  with  the  evidence  and  the 
proceedings,  to  the  Bishop;  whereupon,  if  the  accused  be  found 
guilty,  the  Bishop  shall  pronounce  such  sentence  as  shall  to  him 
appear  proper,  not  exceeding  that  suggested  by  the  Council, 
except  when  the- same  is  fixed  as  above,  and  such  sentence  shall 
be  final.  But  if  in  such  case,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Bishop  the 
accused  ought  to  have  a  new  trial,  he  shall  have  power  to  award 
it ;  in  which  case  a  new  Council  shall  be  constituted  as  herein- 
before provided  (excluding  the  members  of  the  former  Council) 
before  which  the  proceedings  shall  be  conducted,  as  before  pro- 
vided. 

Sec  9.  If  the  accused  shall  confess  the  truth  of  the  charges, 
the  Bishop  (such  confession  being  made  to  him,  or  being  certi- 
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fied  to  him  by  the  Council)  shall  proceed  to  pass  sentence,  and 
if,  when  put  upon  his  trial  before  the  Council,  the  accused  shall 
neither  admit  nor  deny  the  charges,  he  shall  be  regarded  as 
pleading  not  guilty. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Bishop  to  report  to  the 
Convention  at  its  next  session  after  the  trial  of  a  minister,  as 
herein  provided,  the  finding  of  the  Council  and  his  sentence 
thereupon. 

Sec.  11.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  regarded  as  inter- 
fering with  the  duty  of  the  Bishop,  or  of  the  clerical  members 
of  the  Standing  Committee,  to  institute  an  inquiry  according  to 
the  provisions  of  Section  II.,  Canon  II.,  Title  II.,  of  the  General 
Convention.  And  whenever,  upon  such  inquiry,  the  Bishop, 
or  if  there  be  no  Bishop,  the  Clerical  members  of  the  Standing 
Committee,  shall  be  of  opinion  that  there  is  just  ground  for 
the  public  rumors,  mentioned  in  the  said  Canon,  he  or  they 
shall  inform  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  facts,  and  of  the 
evidence  to  establish  the  same,  and  thereupon  such  further 
proceedings  shall  be  had  as  are  herein  directed,  after  a  charge 
shall  have  been  made  to  the  Standing  Committee. 

Sec  13.  The  expenses  incident  to  the  trial  of  any  minister,  as 
herein  provided,  shall  be  certified  by  the  President  of  the  Stand- 
ing Committee,  and  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Convention. 
And  in  case  the  Treasurer  shall  not  have  a  sufficient  amount  in 
his  hands  for  the  purpose,  the  same  shall  be  raised  by  assess- 
ments on  the  several  Parishes  in  the  Diocese,  in  the  same  ratio 
in  which  they  are  required  to  contribute  to  the  expenses  of  the 
Convention  by  the  fifth  Standing  Eesolution. 

4th.  Miscellaneous. 

CANON  XYI. 
Of  the  State  of  the  Church.  ■ 
Section  1.  At  every  Annual  Convention,  there  shall  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  state  of  the  Church,  the 
address  of  the  Bishop,  the  parochial  Keports  and  and  all  other 
reports  made  in  pursuance  of  the  direction  of  any  Canon. 
From  these  materials  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee  to 
prepare  a  report  of  the  condition  and  progress  of  the  Church 
in  the  Diocese,  and  to  suggest  such  measures  as  they  may 
deem  important  to  its  future  progress  and  welfare. 
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CANON  XVII. 

Of  Expenses  and  Assessments. 

Section  1.  For  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  regular  and  inci- 
dental expenses  of  the  Diocese  every  Parish  or  Church  shall 
pay  annually,  at  or  before  the  meeting  of  Convention,  a  sum 
equivalent  to  twenty-Jive  cents  for  eaoh  communicant  belonging 
to  said  Parish. 

Sec  2.  The  Convention,  at  every  stated  meeting,  shall  have 
power  to  levy  an  additional  assessment,  in  the  same  ratio,  as 
the  needs  of  the  Diocese  may  require,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Committee  on  Finance  to  consider  and  report  upon  the 
necessity  for,  and  the  scale  of  such  assessments. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  Yestries  to  provide  for  the 
payments  of  such  sums  as  may  be  required  of  them  respectively, 
and  at  such  times  as  the  Convention  ma}7  direct. 

CANON  XVIII. 

Of  the  Enactment,  Alteration,  and  Repeal  of  Canons. 

Section  X.  These  canons  shall  not  be  altered  or  amended,  nor 
shall  any  new  canon  be  enacted  except  at  a  stated  Convention. 
Nor  shall  any  canon,  or  alteration  or  amendment  of  canon  be 
passed  at  the  same  Convention  in  which  it  was  proposed,  except 
by  a  concurrent  vote  of  two-thirds  of  both  orders,  after  refer- 
ence to  the  Committee  on  the  Constitution  and  Canons.  But  if 
approved  by  a  majority  of  the  Convention,  it  shall  lay  over  for 
the  consideration  and  final  action  of  the  next  Annual  Conven- 
tion. 

Sec.  2.  In  all  cases  of  future  enactment  the  same,  if  by  way 
of  amendment,  shall  be  in  the  following  form :  "  Canon — (or 
section)  of  Canon — is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows  :" 

Sec  3.  All  former  canons  of  this  Convention,  not  included  in 
these  canons,  are  hereby  repealed. 


RULES  OF  ORDER. 


I.  After  the  Convention  has  been  declared  duly  organized,  and 
the  Committees  on  Credentials  appointed,  the  Order  of  Proceed- 
ings for  the  first  day  shall  be  : 

1.  The  Eeading  of  the  "Kules  of  Order." 

2.  The  election  of  a  Secretary,  who  shall  have  power  to  appoint 
an  Assistant  Secretary. 

3.  The  election  of  a  Treasurer. 

4.  The  appointment  by  the  President,  of  five  Standing  Commit- 
tees, viz :  a  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes,  to 
consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  two  Layman  ;  a  Committee  on 
the  Constitution  and  Canons,  to  consist  of  three  Clergyman 
and  two  Laymen  ;  a  Committee  on  the  state  of  the  Church,  to 
consist  of  one  Clergyman  and  one  Layman  from  each  Missionary 
District ;  a  Committee  on  Unfinished  Business,  to  consist  of 
one  Clergyman  and  two  Laymen  ;  a  Committee  on  Finanoe  to 
consist  of  three  Laymen. 

5.  The  communication  of  the  application  of  congregations 
for  admission  into  the  Convention. 

6.  The  appointment  by  the  President  of  Preachers  for  the 
first  day  of  the  next  Annual  Convention.  • 

7.  The  Annual  Communication  of  the  Standing  Committee 
of  the  Diocese. 

8.  The  Annual  Eeports  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Bishop's  Per- 
manent Fund. 

9.  The  appointment  of  Special  Committees. 

10.  Miscellaneous  Business. 

11.  The  "Morning  Prayer"  shall  precede  the  business  of  every 
succeeding  day,  and  every  day's  session  shall  be  closed  with 
appropriate  Collects  offered  by  the  President. 

The  Anniversary  Sermon  of  the  Society  for  the  Advance- 
ment of  Christianity  in  South  Carolina,  may  be  preached  on 
the  second  day  after  Morning  Prayer. 

When  the  President  shall  have  taken  the  chair,  the  daily  order 
of  proceedings  after  the  first  day,  shall  be  : 
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1.  The  .Reading  and  approval  of  the  Minutes. 

2.  Calling  the  names  of  members  absent  on  the  preceding 
day. 

3.  The  election  of  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  Church. 

4.  The  election  of  Deputies  to  the  General  Convention,  when 
in  order.  1 

5.  The  election  of  Trustees  to  the  General  Seminary  when  in 
order. 

6.  The  election  of  Trustees  to  the  Diocesan  Seminary. 

7.  The  election  of  Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South 

8.  Calling  upon  the  Deputies  to  pay  the  assessment  on  their 
respective  Churches  or  Parishes,  for  the  Bishop's  Fund,  and  for 
the  expenses  of  the  Convention. 

9.  Reports  to  be  called  for  in  the  following  order  : 

Of  Committee  on  Admission  of  New  Parishes. 
Committee  on  Unfinished  Business. 
Committee  on  Finance. 
Committee  on  Constitution  and  Canons. 
Committee  on  state  of  the  Church. 
Trustees  of  the  University  of  the  South. 
Committees  appointed  at  preceding  Convention. 
Special  Committees. 
Miscellaneous  Business. 

III.  Before  the  rising  of  the  Convention,  the  Minutes  of  the 
last  day's  proceedings  shall  be  read  and  approved. 

IV.  The  Bishop's  Address  shall  be  at  any  time  in  order. 

Y.  When  the  President  shall  take  the  Chair,  no  member 
shall  continue  standing,  or  shall  afterwards  stand  up,  unless  to 
address  the  Chair. 

VI.  The  delegation  of  each  Church  shall  occupy  one  pew. 

VII.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  Convention 
unless  he  hath  leave,  or  be  unable  to  attend. 

VIII.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver 
any  matter  to  the  Convention,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat,  and, 
without  advancing  shall,  with  due  respect,  address  himself  to 
the  President,  confining  himself  to  the  point  in  debate,  and 
avoiding  personality. 

IX.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the 
President  shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

X.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice  on  the  same 
question,  without  leave  of  the  Convention. 
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XI.  A  question  being  once  determined,  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  Convention,  and  shall  not  again  be  drawn  into 
debate  during  the  same  session,  except  upon  a  motion  to  recon- 
sider, which  may  be  moved  and  seconded  by  any  member  who 
voted  in  the  majority. 

XII.  When  the  President  is-  putting  -  the  question,  no  one 
shall  hold  private  discourse,  stand  up,  walk  into,  out  of,  or 
across  the  church. 

XIII.  In  voting  by  ballot,  the  Eolls  of  the  Clergy  and  of 
the  Churches  shall  be  called,  and  the  votes  deposited  with  the 
Tellers,  as  called  for ;  and  no  vote  shall  be  received  after  the 
Tellers  begin  to  count  the  votes. 

XIY.  No  motion  shall  be  considered  before  the  Convention, 
unless  seconded  and  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  President  or  any 
member  require  it.  A  Minister  or  Delegate  may  not  second  a 
motion  offered  by  a  Minister  or  Delegate  of  the  same  Church 
with  himself. 

XV.  When  a  question  is  before  the  House,  no  motion  shall 
be  received  but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  postpone  in- 
definitely, to  postpone  to  a  certain  day,  to  commit,  or  amend  j 
which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  named.  A  motion  to  strike  out  the  word  "Re- 
solved" shall  have  precedence  to  a  motion  to  amend ;  and,  if 
carried,  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  rejection  of  the  resolution. 
Subject  to  these  exceptions,  the  question  first  moved  shall  be 
first  put. 

XY1.  Motions  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  and  to  post- 
pone indefinitely,  shall  be  decided  without  debate.  A  motion 
to  adjourn  may  interrupt  a  speech,  or  any  other  business  of  the 
Convention. 

XYII.  No  leave  of  absence  shall  be  indefinitely  granted  to 
any  member,  unless  full  and  sufficient  reason  be  given  by  him 
to  the  Convention. 

XVIIL  All  Special  Committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
President,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Convention. 

XIX.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question,  in  the  event  of 
which  he  is  immediately  and  personally  interested,  or  in  any 
case  where  he  was  not  present  when  the  question  was  put. 

XX.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  otherwise,  transgress 
the  rules  of  the  Convention,  the  President  shall  or  any  member 
may  call  to  order ;  in  which  case  the  member  so  called  to  order 
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shall  immediately  sit  down,  unless  permitted  to  explain.  All 
questions  of  order  shall  be  determined  in  the  first  instance,  with- 
out debate,  by  the  President;  but  any  member  may  appeal  from 
such  decision  to  the  Convention,  and  on  such  appeal  no  member 
shall  speak  more  than  once,  without  leave  of  the  Convention. 

XXI.  The  President  shall  have  the  right  to  name  a  member 
to  perform  the  duties  of  the  Chair ;  but  such  substitution  shall 
not  extend  beyond  an  adjournment. 

XXII.  Clergymen  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  but  not  entitled 
to  seats  in  the  Convention,  Clergymen  of  the  Protestant  Epis- 
copal Church  not  belonging  to  the  Diocese,  and  Candidates  for 
Orders,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  sittings  of  this  Convention. 

XXIII.  None  of  the  Eules  of  Order  shall  be  suspended,  with- 
out the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  (I)  of  the  members  present. 

XXIV.  The  foregoing  Eules  of  Order  shall  be  read  at  the 
opening  of  every  Convention,  and  shall  be  of  force,  unless 
repealed  by  a  vote  of  the  Convention. 


STANDING  RESOLUTIONS. 


1.  Resolved,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the  Parishes  and 
Congregations  of  the  Diocese  to  defray  the  expenses  of  their 
respective  Pastors,  incurred  in  attending  Diocesan  Conventions. 
(Passed  1888.) 

2.  Resolved,  That  whatever  balance  shall  be  in  the  Treasurer's 
hands  at  the  meeting  of  the  General  Convention,  after  provid- 
ing for  the  quota  of  the  Diocese  to  the  expenses  of  the  same, 
shall  be  paid  in  equal  portions  to  the  Deputies  of  the  Diocese 
who  may  attend  such  meeting. 

3.  Resolved,  That  the  Trustees  of  the  Bishop's  Permanent 
Fund,  shall  punctually  pay  over  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
the  sum  of  four  thousand  ($4,000)  dollars  annually,  in  quarterly 
payments,  from  said  fund,  to  enable  him  to  discharge  his  Epis- 
copal duty.    (Amended  1859.) 

4.  Resolved,  That  whatever  balance  may  remain  after  paying 
the  sum  of  four  thousand  ($4,000)  dollars  to  the  Bishop,  shall 
be  paid  over  to  the  Bishop's  Permanent  Fund. 

5.  Resolved,.  That  a  salary  of  two  hundred  dollars  be  paid  to 
the  Secretary  of  the  Convention.    (Passed  1870.) 

6.  Resolved,  That  three  dollars  per  day  be  paid  to  the  Organist 
officiating  during  the  sessions  of  the  Convention.    (Passed  1856.) 

7.  Resolved,  That  a  like  sum  be  paid  to  the  Sexton  acting  for 
the  same  period.    (Passed  1856.) 

8.  Resolved,  That  it  is  inexpedient  and  unnecessary  to  return 
thanks  for  sermons  preached  before  this  body.    (Passed  1829.) 

9.  Resolved,  That  when  any  Clergyman  of  this  Diocese  shall 
depart  this  life,  his  record  shall  be  inscribed  on  a  memorial 
page  of  the  Journal. 

10.  Whereas,  According  to  the  Consecration  service  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church,  "  devout  and  holy  men,  as  well 
under  the  Law  as  under  the  Gospel,  moved  either  by  the 
express  command  of  God  or  the  secret  inspiration  of  the  blessed 
Spirit,  and  acting  agreeably  to  their  own  reason  and  sense  of 
the  natural  decency  of  things,  have  erected  houses  for  the 
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public  worship  of  God,  and  separated  them  from  "all  unhallowed, 
worldly  and  common  uses  in  order  to  fill  men's  minds  with  greater 
reverence  for  his  glorious  Majesty,  and  effect  their  hearts  with 
more  devotion  and  humility  in  His  service,"  and,  whereas, 
the  delivering  of  orations,  and  holding  elections  on  secular  or 
political  subjects  and  occasions,  and  the  usual  worldly  accom- 
paniments and  circumstances,  are  thought  inconsistent  with 
both  the  letter  and  spirit  of  this  declaration  of  the  Consecra- 
tion service,  and  have  been  found  to  give  pain  to  many  members 
of  our  communion,  and  generally  to  be  of  injurious  tendency; 
therefore  be  it 

Resolved  by  this  Convention,  That  it  be  recommended  to  the 
Yestries  of  all  the  Churches  in  this  Diocese  to  discourage,  and, 
if  possible,  interdict  the  use  of  the  Churches  under  their  care 
for  all  unhallowed,  worldly  and  common  purposes.    {Passed  182$.) 

11.  Resolved,  That  it  be  respectfully  recommended  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Church  in  this  Diocese,  in  the  choice  of  Sponsors  in 
Baptism,  that  they  should  select  persons  who  are  regular  com- 
municants of  the  Church.    (Passed  1870.) 

12.  Resolved,  As  the  sense  of  this  Convention,  that  it  is  the 
imperative  duty  of  every  member  of  this  Church  to  respect  and 
obey  a  summons  to  testify  in  the  trial  of  a  Minister.

CANON  AND  AMENDMENTS  PEOPOSED  IN  CONVEN- 
TION OF  1871. 

CANON  VI. 
Of  Vestry  and  Wardens. 

1st.  There  shall  be  an  annual  election  of  Vestry  and  Wardens 
in  each  Episcopal  Church  in  this  Diocese,  on  Easter  Monday, 
between  the  hours  of  11  A.  M.  and  2  P.  M.  Previous  notice 
for  at  least  ten  days  shall  be  given  by  the  Minister  from  the 
Chancel;  or  by  notice  posted  on  the  door  of  the  Church.  At 
such  election,  all  male  adults  professing  to  be  Episcopalians, 
who  have  been  worshippers  at  the  Church  for  the  three  pre- 
ceding months,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  and  a  plurality  of  votes 
shall  determine  the  election. 

2nd.  The  Vestry  and  Wardens  shall  consist  of  not  more  than 
nine,  two  of  whom  shall  be  Wardens.  They  shall  have  the 
same  qualifications  as  are  required  of  voters,  and  shall  if  pos- 
sible, be  also  communicants  of  the  Church.  They  shall  hold 
office  for  one  year  and  until  a  new  election,  and  shall  fill  any 
vacancies  in  their  own  body,  unless  there  be  a  By-Law  of  the 
Church  making  other  provision  therefor. 

3d.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vestry  and  Wardens  to  see  to 
all  ordinary  current  expenses  of  the  Church  ;  to  repair  build- 
ings, pay  salaries,  and  defray  all  customary  and  proper  expen- 
ditures for  the  benefit  of  the  Church  ;  and  to  these  ends  to  take 
all  necessary  and  proper  measures  for  raising  the  moneys  re- 
quired, and  for  keeping  proper  accounts  of  their  doings.  They 
shall  also  execute  all  those  duties  which  are  now,  or  may  here- 
after be  charged  upon  them  by  any  General  or  Diocesan  Con- 
vention of  the  Church.  But  nothing  internal  or  external  to 
the  Church  edifice,  or  to  any  other  Parochial  building,  shall  be 
added  to  or  taken  from  it,  or  otherwise  altered,  without  previous 
consent  given  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  congregation,  in 
open  meeting  duly  convened.  This  prohibition  not  to  extend 
to  mere  repairs  of  arrangements  already  existing. 
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4th.  There  shall  be  an  annual  meeting  of  each  congregation 
on  Easter  Monday,  or  on  such  other  day  as  may  be  fixed  by 
the  said  congregation,  at  which  all  persons  entitled  to  vote  for 
Vestry  and  Wardens  shall  be  entitled  to  sit  and  vote.  At 
which  meeting,  the  Yestry  and  Wardens  shall  report  the  re- 
ceipts and  expenditures  of  the  Church  for  the  previous  year, 
the  debts  and  assets  of  the  Church,  if  any,  and  such  other  mat- 
ters as  may  be  of  interest  to  the  congregation  ;  and  any  mem- 
ber may  submit  to  the  said  meeting  for  its  action  such  matter 
as  he  may  deem  advisable. 

5th.  The  Vestry  and  Wardens  shall  provide,  at  the  expense 
of  the  Church,  the  books  requisite  for  use  in  chancel,  desk  and 
pulpit,  the  surplice  and  scarf  of  the  Minister,  the  books  for  all 
Church  records,  the  elements  for  the  Lord's  Supper,  the  requi- 
sites for  warming  the  Church,  and  whatever  other  articles  of 
Church  furniture  may  at  any  time  be  needed.  They  shall  also 
be  ready  to  make  all  collections  of  Communion  and  other  alms? 
and  free-will  offerings,  announced  by  the  Minister,  They  shall 
put  down  all  disorder  during  public  worship,  and  shall  see  tha£ 
the  Church  on  every  such  occasion,  as  becomes  the  House  of 
God,  be  neat  and  clean.  They  shall  keep  the  Church  yard 
enclosed  and  in  good  condition.  They  may  report  to  the 
Bishop  irregularities  in  the  Minister's  mode  of  conducting  pub- 
lic worship,  and  all  offences  by  said  Ministers  or  by  any  other 
ofiiciating  for  him,  against  either  canons,  rubrics,  faith  or 
morals.  During  vacancy  of  the  pastorship,  the  Vestry  and 
Wardens  shall  take  charge  of  the  Church  plate,  Parish  register, 
and  all  other  Church  records,  and  in  case  of  the  absence  of  the 
Minister,  or  vacancy  of  his  office,  shall  endeavor  to  keep  the 
Church  open  and  supply  its  services  by  Lay-reading  or  assist- 
ance from  other  Ministers.  They  shall  also  aid  the  Rector  or 
Minister  in  sustaining  his  Sunday-schools,  and  other  agencies 
which  may  be  for  the  advancement  and  extension  of  the  parish. 

6th.  The  pastoral  connection  shall  not  he  dissolved,  until  after 
three  months'  notice  on  either  side,  by  the  Pastor  or  by  the 
Vestry,  unless  by  joint  consent,  and  except  in  cases  warranting 
presentment  for  trial.  But  in  every  case  of  difference,  either 
Pastor  or  Vestry  shall  h&ve  the  right  of  submitting  the  subject 
of  difference  to  the  proper  authority  provided  by  the  Church. 
7th.  The  election  of  the  Rector  and  of  the  Assistant  shall  be 
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by  the  Vestry,  with  due  regard  to  the  ascertained  wishes  of  the 
bulk  of  the  congregation,  and  especially  of  the  communicants, 
and  not  without  reference  to  the  views  and  wishes  of  the  Bishop. 
The  following  amendments  were  also  proposed: 

1st.  To  add  to  Section  1st,  the  following:  "  The  provisions  of 
this  Section  shall  not  apply  to  the  first  election  by  a  newly 
organized  congregation,  but  any  member  of  said  congregation) 
being  an  Episcopalian,  shall  be  competent  to  vote  and  serve  as 
Yestryman  or  Warden." 

2d.  To  strike  out,  in  the  7th  Section,  all  after  the  word 
"  Yestry,"  in  the  second  line. 

3d.  To  add,  as  Section  8,  "  The  Yestry  and  Wardens  of  each 
Church  in  the  Diocese  are  hereby  charged  with  the  duty  of 
,  procuring  amendments  to  their  several  charters  and  by-laws,  so 
as  to  conform  the  same  to  the  provisions  of  this  Canon." 

These  proposed  amendments  were  ordered  to  be  entered  upon 
the  Journal,  together  with  the  Canon,  and  the  consideration  of 
the  whole  postponed  until  the  next  Convention.

THE  CONSECRATION  OP  THE  BISHOP  OF  SOUTH 

CAROLINA. 

Eighteenth  Sunday  after  Trinity,  October  8th,  A.  D.  1871. 


Testimonial  having  been  presented  to  the  General  Conven- 
tion assembled  in  Baltimore,  in  October,  1871,  in  behalf  of  the 
Rev.  William  Bell  White  Howe,  D.  D.,  Assistant  Bishop  elect 
of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  order  was  taken  by  the  pre- 
siding Bishop  for  his  consecration  in  St.  Paul's  Church,  Balti- 
more, October  the  8th,  being  the  eighteenth  Sunday  after 
Trinity,  A.  D.  1871. 

The  procession,  consisting  of  fifteen  or  more  Bishops,  and  as 
many  other  Clergy,  was  formed  in  an  adjacent  building. 

Morning  Prayer  was  said  by  the  Rev.  J.  G.  Drayton,  of 
South  Carolina;  the  Lessons  being  read  by  the  Rev.  Drs. 
Ketchum  and  Shand. 

The  Introit  was  the  124th  Psalm  of  the  selection. 
The  presiding  Bishop  conducted  the  Communion  Service. 
The  Epistle  was  read  by  the  Bishop  of  Pittsburg. 
The  Gospel,  by  the  Bishop  of  Illinois. 
The  74th  Psalm  of  the  selection  was  then  sung. 
The  Sermon  was  preached  by  the  Rt.  Rev.  George  Augustus 
Selwyn,  D.  D.,  Lord  Bishop  of  Lichfield,  England,  from  Ephe- 
sians  I.,  22d  and  23d  verses:    ft  And  gave  Him  to  be  Head  over 
all  things  to  the  Church  which  is  His  body,  the  fullness  of  Him 
that  filleth  all  in  all." 

The  Bishop  elect,  vested  in  his  rochet,  was  then  presented 
by  the  Bishops  of  South  Carolina  and  Texas,  to  the  Rt.  Rev., 
the  presiding  Bishop,  sitting  in  his  chair  near  the  Holy  Table. 

The  presiding  Bishop  having  demanded  the  testimonials  of 
the  Bishop  elect,  the  Rev.  J.  D.  McCollough,  Secretary  of  the 
Convention  of  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  presented  and 
read  the  original  testimonial  from  that  Convention,  as  follows  : 
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Diocese  of  South  Carolina,  in  Convention,  St.  Philip's 

Church,

In  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost.  Amen. 

We,  whose  names  are  underwritten,  fully  sensible  how  impor- 
tant it  is  that  the  sacred  office  of  a  Bishop  should  not  be 
unworthily  conferred,  and  firmly  persuaded  that  it  is  our  duty 
to  bear  testimony  on  this  solemn  occasion,  without  partiality 
or  affection,  do,  in  the  presence  of  Almighty  God,  testify  that 
the  Keverend  William  Bell  White  Howe,  is  not,  so  far  as  we 
know,  or  are  informed,  justly  liable  to  evil  report,  either  for 
error  in  religion,  or  for  viciousness  of  life,  and  that  we  do  not 
know  or  believe  there  is  any  impediments  on  account  of  which 
he  ought  not  to  be  consecrated  to  that  holy  office.  We  do,

in  the  name  of  god,.amen. 

I,  William  Bell  White  Howe,  chosen  Assistant  Bishop  of  the 
Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  Diocese  of  South  Carolina, 
do  promise  conformity  and  obedience  to  the  Doctrine,  Discipline 
and  Worship  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  in  the  United 
States  of  America. 

SO  HELP  ME  GOD,  THROUGH  JESUS  CHRIST. 

The  Litany  was  then  said  by  the  Bishop  of  Western  New  York, 
after  examination  by  the  Presiding  Bishop,  the  Bishop  elect 
was  vested  with  the  rest  of  the  Episcopal  habit,  by  his 
attending  Presbyters,  Eev.  J.  D.  McCollough  and  Eev.  A.  T. 
Porter. 

Then  kneeling  down,  the  Veni  Creator  Spiritus  was  said ;  and 
after  the  prayer  following,  by  the  Presiding  Bishop,  the  Eev. 
Wm.  Bell  White  Howe,  was  set  apart  for  the  office  and  work 
of  a  Bishop  in  the  Church  of  God.  The  Et.  Eev.  George 
Augustus  Selwyn,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of  Lichfield,  England;  the 
Et.  Eev.  Addington  Eobert  Peel  Venables,  D.  D.,  Bishop  of 
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Nassau  ;  the  Et.  Eev.  the  Bishop  of  Maryland  ;  the  Et.  Eev. 
the  Bishop  of  South  Carolina ;  the  Et.  Eev.  the  Bishop  of 
ISorth  Carolina;  the  Et.  Eev.  the  Bishop  of  Texas,  uniting 
with  the  Presiding  Bishop  in  the  imposition  of  hands  ;  while 
the  Presiding  Bishop  said  :  "Beceive  the  Holy  Ghost  for  the 
office  and  work  of  a  Bishop  in  the  Church  of  God,  now  com- 
mitted unto  thee  by  the  imposition  of  our  hands:  In  the  name 
of  The  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  Amen. 
And  remember  that  thou  stir  up  the  Grace  of  God.  which  is 
given  thee  by  this  imposition  of  our  hands,  for  God  hath  not 
given  us  the  spirit  of  fear,  but  of  power,  and  love,  and  soberness." 

The  presiding  Bishop  then  delivered  the  Bible  to  the  newly 
consecrated  Bishop,  after  which,  he  was  received  within  the 
Chancel. 

The  Communion  was  then  continued,  the  presiding  Bishop 
acting  as  celebrant,  being  assisted  in  different  parts  of  the  ser- 
vice by  several  of  the  Bishops.
